the centuries, been applied to the 
Church of Christ.

The ship of Christ bears precious freight 
and is making for a sure haven. Battered 
it is from long voyaging. Sometimes it 
is exposed to hurricanes as in the Russia 
of: today; at other times it is becalmed 
in doldrums when: no progress is visible and 
sails hang idle, — too much the plight of our 
present-day American Christianity, Such 
periods there have been before, and then the 
trade-winds start again bearing us into 
freer and more wholesome atmospheres. 
The first quarter of the nineteenth’ cen- 
tury -was a time of dryness and deadness 
of this type. Then came the prophets sent 
of God, and new and happier days were

on the Church. Professor Austin Phelps 
has drawn a pitture of these times -and 
of his father who played: a part in their 
remaking. . His’ father, Eliakim’ Phelps, 
was one of nine children with eight gen- 
erations of ministers ‘and deacons back 
of him. From such spiritual soil. much 
was to be expected. The actual Massa- 
chusetts soil, the Hampshire County: hill 
farm of.200 acres of rocks and -whortle- 
berries, was. less promising, but the neces- 
sary living was wrung from.it. Twice a 
week Eliakim walked nearly four miles 
after the farm work was- over to recite 
evenings to the pastor, trudging back in 
moonlight or storm, as it might happen. 
After. chopping from. dawn to twilight 
with his brothers he read his secondhand 
Virgil at night by the light of pine knots 
on the hearth. By self-discipline and self- 
denial he finally reached the goal of the min- 
istry and then began trials of another. type. 

“We of this generation,” says “Profes- 
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sor Austin Phelps, “have little conception 
of the difficulty in those times of making 
an orthodox faith and an active spiritual 
religion seem intellectually and_ socially 
respectable.” It was the time of the Half- 
way Covenant. The churches were filled 
with halfway members who had been ad- 
mitted on the strength of their baptism, 
though they had had no regenerating ex- 
perience. The young minister insisted on 
the abolition of this arrangement as a 
condition of his taking the pastorate. 
Christians must go the whole way of the 
new birth. When he introduced evening 
meetings objections came thick and fast. 
“They were unknown to the Fathers.” The 
minister was told that it meant nocturnal 
and moral danger to the young people. 
Anxiety was expressed for the sexton lest 
he be overburdened. The headstrong 
young minister, it was freely prophesied, 
was marked for a short pastorate. 

On one occasion a group of young men 
surrounded the parsonage door to intimi- 
date women from coming to a meeting of 
inquiry and instruction there appointed. 
He invited them in, and soon some were 
weeping from conviction of sin. Most 
of them were converted before the win- 
ter was over. He learned of a new and 
strange institution, the Sunday school, and 
organized one in his own church the very 
day after he heard of it. Some of the 
best in his flock thought it a desecration 
of the Sabbath and refused to send their 
children to it. 

In one thing, typical of the time, there 
has been a great improvement. I go 
Sunday afternoons to teach a Bible class 
in an old, box-pewed meeting house with 
a view of twin mauntains in the blue dis- 
tance. On the way thither is a steep hill, 
and in the stone wall halfway up, a large 
oblong rock. The story told me by an 
old-timer is that this rock lay in the field 
vand that when the wall was building, the 
pastor of the same box-pewed meeting 
house, happening along, said to the work- 
men, “Boys! If you'll put that stone in 
the wall fit lay some distance off] I'll 
give you each a gallon of rum.” Eliakim 
Phelps early realized how incongruous it 
was to mix the water of death with the 
water of life. He first among the clergy 
of the county removed the liquor bottles 
from his sideboard, bearing calmly the 
charge that a niggardly spirit prompted 
him. An aged clerical associate who had 
mcre than once been seeh to stagger up 
the pulpit stairs on Sunday afternoons 
begged his young brother “not to be wiser 
than his fathers or more temperate than 
his blessed Master.” 


Evangelism, the new birth, Sunday 
schools,» temperance. A man _ interested 
in ‘such’ things would inevitably warm to 
foreign missions, These were a novel 
thing in American eyes. The Unitarian 
orator, Edward Everett, satirized them 
with the brilliant and heartless rhetoric 
which he later turned on the anti-slavery 
movement. But as Austin Phelps said: 
“They found my father a congenial spirit 
from the first. It was one of the enter- 
tainments of my childhood to teach the 
alphabet, when I knew little more myself, 
.to the heathen youth whom he took into 
his: family.. The:first missionary mechanic 
sent to the Hawaiian Islands was a mem- 
ber of his congregation.” He sacrificed 
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for Christian education. Harvard had been 
filched from the Congregationalists by 
Unitarianism, so they started Amberst 
College and. Andover Seminary to’ take 
its place. Eliakim Phelps was one of 
the most active in the support of Amherst, 
and a donor to its needs when its exist- 
ence was imperiled. “It was once my 
privilege to count the pile of silver pieces 
on his table which he had collected in 
response to the appeal of Professor Stuart 
for the library of Andover Seminary,” 
says the son. That library, we may say 
in passing, is today another of the spoils 
of Unitarianism. 

The conversion of men was the main 
interest and business of this New Eng- 
land Congregationalist leader. Revival 
continued and advanced in his own church 
until the visible fruits of the Halfway 
Covenant were nearly eradicated from it 
and the whole town was pervaded by a 
new spirit. It spread to neighboring towns. 
Dr. Phelps was sent for from far and 
near, Revivals under his ministry broke 
out in the First Church, Pittsfield, : Mass., 
and in the First Presbyterian Church, 
Geneva, N. Y. In the latter place four 
hundred new church members traced their 
conversion to him. Conversions like those 


of Edwards and Brainerd were frequent. | 
He was at times summoned at midnight 


to talk with souls in despair. 
“I remember once riding with him six 
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miles into the country,” says Professor 
Austin Phelps, “in search of a man, not 


- of his congregation, who professed to be 


an infidel, but whom my father claimed 
on the principle which he often affirmed 
as*the rule of his pastoral labors, “The 
man who belongs nowhere belongs to me, 
and I must give an account of him.’ One 
old man. whom he visited said to him 
roughly, ‘Sir, my religion lies between 
me and my God. When I feel the need 
of other aid I will send for you.’ 

“ ‘But,’ replied Dr. Phelps, ‘you and I 
may both be in eternity before that time. 
I cannot afford to wait even if you can.’ 
In three minutes the man broke down 
and confessed that for weeks he had been 
contending with the Spirit of God.” 

The staple theme of conversation in 
his home was the salvation of men, and 
his scn recalls the novelty of later find- 
ing that this was not the case in many 
manses. In the pulpit “the Doctrines of 
Grace” were preached: with loyalty and 
power, — the being and sovereignty of God, 
the inspiration of the Bible, the depravity 
of man, the necessity of regeneration, the 
trinity of the Godhead, the atonement of 
Christ, the eternity of future rewards and 
punishments. “Silence of doctrine in the 
pulpit,” says Austin Phelps, “means igno- 
rance, and at the last unbelief in the pew. 
The strength of Congregationalism is in

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Did Paul Write Hebrews? 


The question of the authorship of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews is one that has been 
discussed at great length by reverent stu- 
dents of the Bible during the Christian cen- 
turies. Unlike other New Testament Epis- 
tles, no human author is named in this one. 
It was generally ascribed to Paul in the 
early centuries. There are strong reasons 
for believing that Paul was the inspired 
author; Matthew Henry inclines to this 
view; so do the Jamieson, Fausset and 
Brown Commentary and Dr. James M. 
Gray’s “Synthetic Bible Studies.” The 
Scofield Reference Bible holds that the 
reference in 2 Peter 3: 15 seems conclusive 
that Paul was the writer. 

In THe Sunpay ScHoot Times of July 
6, 1935, the question was discussed, and a 
dozen or more Bible passages were brought 
together showing characteristics of Paul’s 
style in Hebrews. 

A well known and much loved Bible 
teacher of Pasadena, California, Dr, Au- 
gustus B. Prichard, whose personal fellow- 
ship in a Victorious Life Conference held 
last July in Pasadena was prized by the 
Editor of the Times, has written a valu- 
able letter throwing further light on this 
interesting question. Dr. Prichard’s let- 
ter follows: 

This afternoon I have been reading your 
article in the Trmes of July 6, “Did Paul 
write the Epistle to the Hebrews?” 


Like yourself, though quite familiar with 


. the objections to this view raised by cer- 


tain prominent scholars, I still hold to the 


probable Pauline authorship of this wonder- 
ful book. 

In addition to the passages which you 
have appropriately quoted, may I suggest 
the following, which appear to me to be 
still stronger as “Pauline fingerprints.” 

Psalm 2:7 is quoted by Paul in Acts 
13: 33, and not elsewhere except in He- 
brews 1: 5. 

Psalm 8:6 is referred to by Paul in 1 
Corinthians 15: 25-27, but not otherwise in 
the New Testament except Hebrews 2: 8. 

Paul frequently combines faith, hope, and 
love. See 1 Thessalonians 1:3, and the 
applications he immediately makes. In .1 
Corinthians 13 the same is obvious. -He 
hints the same in other Epistles. In He- 
brews 6:10-13 the Thessalonian passage 
is amplified. Then note Hebrews 10: 22, 
23, 24, as corrected in the Revised Ver- 
sion, and then note chapters 11, 12, and 
13 enlarging respectively upon faith, hope, 
and love. 

Paul is the only apostle who talks about 
the New Covenant. Compare 2 Corinth- 
ians 3:6-18 with Galatians 4:24 and He- 
brews 8, 9, 10. 

Paul is the only one who quotes 
Habakkuk 2: 4, “The just shall live by his 
faith’; he employs it in Romans 1:17, 
Galatians 3:11; but Hebrews 10: 38 puts 
a strong emphasis on this verse. 

In 2 Corinthians 5:1 Paul says we have 
“an house not made with hands.” In He- 
brews 9:11 the author says that Christ 
is an high priest of a tabernacle “not made 
with hands,” the same Greek word. 

The kinship of ideas in Hebrew 11: 40 
and Colossians 1:24 is suggestive. 
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A Panorama of Christian Work in Southeastern Europe 


Where hearts are still open to the message of salvation, while the 
messengers are finding themselves shut out by Government restrictions

this year we might continue the study 

of religious conditions and opportunities 
in continental Europe, and just before his 
Home-going he asked me whether I might 
not, alone, undertake this trip, for which 
funds had been given. 

Last summer, after a series of engage- 
ments in England, that request of my hus- 
band’s found its means of accomplishment. 
I realized that the voyage, as projected, 
could only be a miniature edition of what 
it might have been, and yet the four weeks 
I was about to allot to these Balkan States 
could yield much valuable information, 
gathered first-hand from competent author- 
ities. I knew the questions to. ask, the 
sources from which to seek my informa- 
tion, and I believed that several days spent 
in the different capitals could produce bet- 
ter results, for my own satisfaction, than 
much reading of others. 


The Aim of the Journey 


In our own European field, Belgium, there 
is an openness of heart and a freedom of 
access to the multitudes which we found did 
not exist in the countries we visited three 
years ago, — France, Portugal, Spain, Italy, 
and Switzerland. What would I find in Tur- 
key, Greece, Yugoslavia, Roumania, Hun- 
gary, Austria? Do the same superstitions 
there abound that exist in our own Belgium? 
Are the people still blind devotees of their 
old religions, or are they breaking away, 
as in Belgium? Is their trend toward a 
purer religion, or to freethinking and athe- 
ism? Is religious liberty increasing or 
waning? What is the attitude toward the 
Jew? What missions like our own are 
working there, and what are their suc- 
cesses, their problems, and difficulties? 
Have they suggestions of helpfulness for 
us, or could I offer anything constfuctive 
«for their encouragement? So with this 
armory of questions I set forth, 

From Southampton I sailed on the S.S. 
Homeric to accompany the cruise as far 
as Istanbul (formerly Constantinople), 
there to leave the boat and travel for four 
weeks through the countries mentioned. 
How good God was to give me those nine 
days at sea, and how the worn out nerves 
responded to the tonic of sun and balmy 
air as it played over the sparkling waters 
of the sapphire Mediterranean, the great 
sea of the Word, —“Paul’s sea,” I often 
said to myself. My husband and I had 
had the privilege of standing where Paul 
landed at Puteoli, his first foothold in 
Europe, and looking, as he must have done, 
across the Appian Way winding through 
the hills toward Rome. Now on this 
cruise when we touched at Corinth, it was 
my privilege to visit old Corinth and again 
look upon scenes familiar to the apostle; 
and when, the following day, we reached 
Athens, I stood where he stood on the 
Areopagus and read the seventeenth chap- 
ter of Acts, as countless others have done

Mrs. Ralph C. Norton, the Acting Di- 
rector of the Belgian Gospel Mission, 
was peculiarly well fitted for the Euro- 
pean sarvey which she undertook last 
summer.

before me. Interesting as I found the 
Acropolis, I desired above all to learn what 
I could during the few hours at my dis- 
posal, so, with my Greek driver, I visited 
several friends whose names and addresses 
I had. From the varied opinions and com- 
ments of. these missionaries, teachers, a 
medical missionary, and native Greek and 
Armenian Christian workers there emerged 
certain sure conclusions concerning the 
work of God in Greece. 

First, there is a great indigenous pride 
in their own Orthodox Church, and, as 
was pointed out, the Greeks have no back- 
ground of the Reformation to recall them 
to a purer faith. Therefore. they remain 
singularly attached to their old traditional 
faith, Furthermore, the Orthodox Church 
has countered any rising opposition by re- 
forms within her boundaries. She has in- 
stituted Sunday school work and has thou- 
sands of children,—some one ventured 
the estimate of 50,000 children and young 
people, — interested in this way. Also, she 
has begun the preaching of sermons. This 
is a distinct innovation, and-in the coun- 
try places, where the priests are not cap- 
able of composing sermons, they are sent 
to them from headquarters, 


The “Best-Sel'er” in Greece 


Many of the present day Protestant sects 
are represented, in a small way, but the 
Evangelical Church of Greece is the agency 
most to be counted on, and numbers some 
faithful men in her ranks. The Bible so- 
cieties also are active and report increased 
sales. There appears to be some increase 
of atheistic sentiment, but no organized 
movement in this direction. Most of the 
Jewish population reside at Salonika (an- 
cient Thessalonica), and there seems to be 
no persecution of them. 

I could not but feel throughout these 
hours of conversation with representative 
leaders that Greece did need a movement 
along the lines of the Belgian Gospel Mis- 
sion; but if this be the purpose of God,. 
he can accomplish it in his own way, and 
it may be that already it exists in germ’ 
form. It would appear, however, that the 
liberty we still enjoy in Belgium for the. 


public proclaiming of the Gospel could 
scarcely be duplicated in Greece. What 
liberties they do enjoy are rather by way 
of toleration than open consent, and that 
would probably not extend to open-air 
evangelization. ; 
Monday, June 24, I went up through 
the Dardanelles toward Istanbul, with the 
end of the cruise in sight and the long 
overland journey about to begin. How 
comforting and full of assurance was the 
message of “Daily Light” for that day, 
with what gratitude was it read by her 
who was setting forth alone on this trip 
which they two were to have made, and 
how uplifted was her heart by the con- 
sciousness of the immanence and powerful 
resources of her Divine Leader and ‘Pro- 
tector! And it should be recorded that 
nowhere did she meet with anything but 
courtesy and helpful consideration. 


Rigid Restrictions in Turkey 


Turkey! Land of manifold mystery in 
the past and today, still potent in charm, . 
although much of its picturesqueness has 
vanished since the Republican régime be-. 


“gan, with its abolishing of ancient costume 


and manners. It took me hours after 
arriving to absorb the fact that I was in 
a country where personal liberty is much 
circumscribed and religious liberty non- 
existent, and it was not until after lengthy 
conversations with Christian men who have 
lived long years in Turkey that I realized 
the implications of such restrictions, There- 
fore my conclusions must be given without 
quoting my authorities, but it.can be stated 
that the authorities are utterly trustworthy. 

As is well known, it is the object’ of 
the present government to weaken and 
finally abolish all religions, therefore they 
are being leveled down, beginning with 
the past all-powerful and prevalent Moslem. 
religion. Oaths are no longer made on 
the Koran, and no outside distinctive re- 
ligious garb can be worn, either by Mos- 
lems or non-Moslems, save in the case of 
the actual head of each sect. Equal tplera- 
tion is accorded to all religions that con- 
form to the law, but no new organization 
would be permitted. Naturally, .open-air 
Gospel evangelization such as we delight 
in in Belgium, could not be dreamed of 
here, 

I must confess to a shock when I learned 
that it was a punishable offense to. give 
away tracts in Turkey, and. if théy -were 
printed in the old Arabic, — well, the pun- 
ishment would be something more than 
light. No literature printed in the old 
Arabic can be brought into Turkey. Re- 
cently, an English Christian worker, full 
of zeal, arrived in Turkey armed with 
tracts printed in old Arabic. On the train 
he went to and fro distributing them, and 
placed one in the pocket of a man passing 
through the corridor. . How like my hus- 
band that would have been! The passer-by 
chanced to be a Turkish secret service man, 
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and the tract distributor had to leave the 
country within twenty-four hours! An- 
other precaution to be observed if one 
gives away or sells Scriptures, which is 
allowed providing he has a permit, is to 
be careful to ascertain whether the person 
to whom he gives a Scripture is above 
eighteen years of age. If not, — again pun- 
ishment. One colporteur just escaped a 
four years’ prison term, in a country dis- 
trict, when the local, ignorant police officer 
judged that the Scripture portions (they 
happened to be the Proverbs) were dan- 
gerous to the interests of the new Republic! 

Since the deportation of the Greek popu- 
lation of Asia Minor, only one church, of 
the Greek Evangelical denomination, re- 
mains in Istanbul, but its pastor is a true 
believer in the Word of God, holding fast 
the faithful Word as do we, and preach- 
ing it fully. There is also an Armenian 
Protestant Church, and for the small Eng- 
lish-speaking community a Union Evangel- 
ical Church, 

It would appear that the most promising 
opportunity lies before the two Bible soci- 
eties, the British and Foreign and the 
American Bible Society. The first has a 
depot and salesroom in Istanbul, promi- 
nently situated on a crowded street facing 
the quay, and last year circulated 20,000 
portions of Scripture, employing two col- 
porteurs. The American Bible Society 
likewise “employs two colporteurs. The 


sales of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety have fallén off somewhat, as formerly, 
publishing literature in seventy-one different 
languages and dialects, they were the main 
distributing center for the near and far 
East. 
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I was told, to my astonishment, that 
the Turk is far easier to reach in conver- 
sation concerning religious themes than are 
the Greek or Armenian or Jew. He is open, 
conciliatory, and not argumentative. There- 
fore, while he cannot be brought into meet- 
ings specially arranged for him, private 
conversation and the giving of Scriptures 
constitute for the present the best, and 
indeed, the only approach, until the dawning 
of greater liberty. 

As no more missionary work is permitted 
in the country, the remaining Christian 
workers, formerly thus employed, give their 
time to secular teaching and hospital work. 
But oh, the sight of the multitudes, impov- 
erished, diseased, and hopeless, and. the 
realization that one dared not gather them 
within the sound of the Gospel in hall or 
private home, or offer a tract or even a 
Scripture to anyone except to a person 
over eighteen! 

The sight of the poor men stooping 
double under burdens so heavy that if they 
were loosened and fell on them they would 
crush them to death, as has happened,— loads 
which some horses could: scarcely carry, 
— drove sleep from the eyes, as one thought 
of the hopeless load of sin borne by these 
and their fellows with no hope of allevia- 
tion. .Oh, we should pray for and support 
these Bible societies and their faithful col- 
porteurs, and pray as well that a passion 
for the souls of these men may fall upon 
all here, Greek Christian, Armenian Chris- 
tian, English or American, that they may 
be faithful in personal dealing with these 
lost multitudes.

‘An interview with Mrs. Charles F. 
Smith, the Junior superintendent, is here 
given: . 

Years ago I was a teacher in the Junior 
Department. Mrs. George W. Hanna was 
superintendent, and she often read mis- 
sionary stories to the children, and this 
created an interest in missions. The super- 
intendents succeeding her did nothing along 
this line, and I noticed a difference in the 
children’s knowledge and attitude. 

So, when I became Junior superintend- 
ent about twelve years ago, I used mis- 
sionary stories. The children were so 
eager for them that I began looking for 
other ways to create missionary zeal. 

Dr. W. W. McAnlis was reared in our 
church, and he and his wife went as mis- 
sionaries to the Philippine Islands. After 
they became established there, they began 
sending souvenirs that showed something 
of the life of the people to whom they were 





ministering. These little gifts were shown 
to the children and then we centered our 
stories around the Philippine Islands, mak- 
ing effective posters. Among these sou- 
venirs were lovely sea shells, bits of coral, 
a dipper made from a cocoanut shell, pic- 
tures of native houses, and the materials 
out of which the natives made cloth. 

Centering the study on these articles 
gave us an opportunity to tell the children 
how Mrs. McAnlis had been studying the 
strange language spoken by certain Filipino 
people, and how she was really translating 
some of the Good News into a native dia- 
lect. Knowing that a friend of ours was 
able and willing to do this was all very 
thrilling. 

Dr. J. A. McAnlis, brother of Dr. W. 
W. McAnlis, and his family went as mis- 
sionaries to Korea, and the native trinkets 
they sent were prized and used and placed 
with the others. 

One year, we bought two pretty dolls, 
and the girls of the department prepared 
their wardrobes by making a lot of Amer- 
ican clothes for the dolls, and these were 
sent to our missionary friends. 

From Korea came a doll whom we named 
“Miss Chosen.” Mrs. McAnlis gave our 


: “Miss America” to a little Korean lady 
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as a gift for her two little girls, and in 
return this lady made two complete outfits 
of clothes for our doll. 

For some time “Miss Chosen”. was 
brought out every Sunday morning to re- 
mind our pupils of the less fortunate chil- 
dren across the water. 

While Miss Rose Paden did not go to 
her mission field at Valparaiso, Chile, 
directly from our church, yet her sister, 
who looks after her interests in America, 
does belong to our church, so we feel we 
have a claim on her, and a group of girls 
who were one-time members of our depart- 
ment formed an organization known as 
the “Rose Paden Circle.” 

This is a concrete example of the way 
teaching missions through the eye helps. 
Miss Paden added a gourd from which the 
natives drink tea, shepherd’s pipes, a set 
of lead figures, such as are used by the- 
natives to portray their idea of the Nativ- 
ity, and other things. 

An ivory elephant: and a bracelet were 
gifts of Mr. and Mrs, Long, who were 
missionaries in India. Mrs. Long went 
out from here to the foreign field. From 
China we have hand-embroidered napkin 
rings and other trinkets. From Ganado, 
Arizona, where the Kirkwood Memorial 
School is located, we received a box one 
day. We had been corresponding with 
that school. What could they have sent 
us? It was a miniature Navajo hogan 
(hut), built by one of the little boys of 
the school and we prize it greatly. Photo- 
graphs and post cards from various places 
have been added to our collection. 

Miss Hattie B. Hooks, long time mis- 
sionary in Liberia, addressed our group 
this summer, and all enjoyed her story 
about the Negro people and were glad 
when she told of teaching them the Bible - 
way of salvation. 

Miss Hooks gave us a black bracelet 
made from an elephant’s hoof and decorated 
with insets of diamond-shaped pieces of 
aluminum. 

Recently a friend of the Juniors, being 
impressed with the command “To the Jew 
first,” secured a Zionist flag with its six- 
pointed star of David, and she also lent 
us a copy of “The Law” in. scroll form 
and printed in Hebrew. 

What were we to do with such a lot 
of nice gifts? - 

So pleased were our pastor and his wife, 
Mr. and Mrs. H. E. Hansen, that they 
presented the department with a china cabi- 
net, and there we keep the small and also 
the choicest articles of our exhibit. But 
we have had to add a whatnot to hold the 
surplus, so large has the number of gifts 
grown. 

With these objects we aim to develop 
an intelligent understanding of the needs 
of those who know not the Gospel. 

It was an easy matter to sécure an offer- 
ing for the New Testaments Mr. and Mrs. 
George T. B. Davis were distributing in 
the Philippines last year, for were not our 
dear Dr. and Mrs. McAnlis among the 
missionaries whom they would visit! 

We believe the prayers and gifts are 
more liberal for concrete than for abstract 
missions. When parents or other visitors 
come into our department, the children are 
always eager to show their treasures and 
explain about them,

country, we dropped a worker at a 

little church, started through the 
hospital, some forty miles from Syen Chun. 
We suggested that following the afternoon 
service he, together with a worker from 
the church, cross over the near-by range 
of mountains into the next valley, where 
there were no Christians, and gather the 
people together for an evening service in 
the town hall. Upon returning we drove 
over into the valley, arriving at the town 
hall after dark. The worker from the 
near-by group who had accompanied our 
man was an old man, new in the faith. 
We asked him to give the message that 
night to the crowd of unbelievers who had 
gathered. I shall never forget his message. 


The Quack’s Testimony 


In the dim light he could not see to 
read his New Testament; he laid it and 
his spectacles on the floor and launched 
out into a most interesting testimony. He 
gave some of his life history. He had 
been a native Korean “doctor,” and so 
was acquainted with the healing art as 
practiced by the old Korean methods. Fur- 
thermore, he had been a necromancer. He 
had given advice as to the day to conduct 
the marriage ceremony, so as to secure 
the greatest happiness and blessing; also 
where to bury the dead so that they might 
not be molested by the spirits, I suppose. 
He: had been engaged in the saloon busi- 
ness, too. But in all these pursuits he had 
never found heart satisfaction. He had 
been opposed to Christianity on general 
principles. Then we had come out from 
the hospital bringing and preaching the 
Bible as the Word of God. We had said 
that there was life in it, the very life of 
God. This interested him. He began to 
read it, and in doing so had seen the Lord 
Jesus Christ and accepted him as his: per- 
sonal Saviour and had found heart satis- 
faction. His life today is a living testi- 
mony of what life-giving power the Word 
imparts to those dead in trespasses and sins. 

Later on we visited the church where 
the old man is now a deacon. Before en- 
tering we could hear some one teaching 
the Sunday school lesson. The teacher was 
the old deacon. He was explaining the 
fifth chapter of Romans. It was thrilling 
to hear him dwell on the passage telling 
how when we were sinners we had been 
reconciled to God by the death of his Son, 
and now being reconciled we enjoy life 
and peace with God. This man is cer- 
tainly a new creature in Christ Jesus, old 
things have passed away, all things have 
become new. 

It is true that patients come to the hos- 
pital to receive medical treatment, and they 
should receive the very best treatment. that 
the hospital can give them. But is there 
any reason why evangelistic endeavor may 
not accompany the best medical work?

pital for reaching people, many of whom 
would never. enter a church. 

People in a hospital are sick, not only 
physically, but spiritually. The Scriptures 
diagnose this spiritual sickness as sin. We 
know that the state of the mind and spirit 
greatly influence the condition of the body. 
Our Lord said, “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” That is, God’s 
Word is necessary for the life and suste- 
nance of man’s spirit. The Bible speaks 
of the “renewing” of our mind (Rom. 12: 
2), and then it tells us just how this great 
process is brought about, that as we be- 
hold as in a mirror the glory of the Lord 
we are transformed from glory to glory 
by the Spirit of the Lord (2 Cor. 3: 18). 
The Holy Spirit, operating on the spirit 
of the believer, renews his mind, trans- 
forms his mental processes, and this in 
turn has a most wholesome effect on his 
body. Anxiety, fret, worry, care, depres- 
sion, and despondency, under the Spirit’s 
powerful influence, give way to love, joy, 
peace, trust, and power. As some one has 
remarked, mental depression, confusion of 
thought, strange fears and apprehensions, 
and forebodings gradually give way to the 
fruit of the Spirit and settled peace fills 
the soul. I believe that many of the nerv- 
ous and mental breakdowns might be pre- 
vented or even cured if people would avail 
themselves of the transforming power of 
the Word of God. 


Diagnosing Sin and Sickness 

In our work in Syen Chun, Korea, we 
have placed absolute and implicit confi- 
dence in the Bible. We have believed 
what it says about itself and what the 
Lord Jesus Christ said about it (Heb. 4: 
12; Jer. 23:20; Luke 8:11; 1 Pet. 1: 23; 
2 Pet..1:4; Jas. 1:18). - It is a great 
privilege to take this Word, the seed by 
which God’s very life is conveyed, promis- 
ing people that through it they can receive 
that life and in truth become his children. 

The modern methods of: ignoring or 
making light of sin are analagous to the 
old Korean methods of dealing with dis- 
ease. We had a patient who had been 
run over with a Korean cart, one wheel 
of the cart crossing the middle of his 
back, and fracturing his spine.. Imme- 
diately he was dead from the hips down. 
An old native doctor made light of his 
trouble, assured the patient that he could 
cure him. For ten days he ran needles 


_tomy—an operation on his spine. 


into his back, but the patient received 
no benefit. He came to the hospital in 
a wretched condition. We did a laminec- 
The 
next day his mother called our attention 
to the fact that his feet were warm. The 
line of sensation gradually descended until 
he could feel to the soles of his feet. He 
became a picture of health, though he 
may never be able to walk. Why? Be- 
cause some one made light of his affliction 
and applied a little superficial treatment. 
The Bible recognizes the awful serious- 
ness of sin, its terrible consequences, but 
also gives a remedy that will take it all 
away. 


A Confucian Hears Good News 


Some years ago while passing through 
the home territory of the most famous 
Confucius scholar and teacher in one of 
the counties in Northern Korea, some 
thirty miles from Syen Chun, our evan- 
gelist Kim pointed out the school where 
the old teacher held forth. Kim said that 
the scholar refused to use kerosene in 
his lamp as it smacked of the foreigners. 
One of this scholar’s star students has 
become an outstanding Christian. Re- 
cently I was laid up in bed for a couple 
of days. It happened that at this time 
this Confucianist’s star student, who is 
now a wonderful Christian, came to Syen 
Chun, and he came to our house to call. 
I asked him to tell me how, after all, he 
had become a Christian. Previously, while 
going through his district, when Kim was; 
telling me about the famous teacher, I 
asked him if there were any Christians 
in the place. He replied that there were 
none. He said that due to the old scholar’s 
influence many of the people could read 
the Chinese. I said, “Kim, next Sunday 
let’s drop off our hospital secretary to 
preach here.” Our hospital secretary is 
a Chinese scholar. Mr. Tyung, the star 
student told of the secretary’s visit. 

He was surprised to find one versed in 
the Chinese classics a Christian. Then 
and on subsequent visits he heard the mes- 
sage of salvation. He said there was noth- 
ing in the Chinese classics which ‘attempted 
to deal with sin. He had known of the 
sin of breaking the law of the land, but 
he did not realize that a man might not 
break the law of the land and yet be a 
sinner. As he constantly heard thé ‘Gospel 
message he realized that there was such 
a thing as sin and that he was a sinner. 
He became uneasy. His conscience was 
awakened. He said that as he looks back 
now he knows that the Holy Spirit was 
bringing conviction of sin to his heart. 
But there was nothing in the Chinese 
classics to show him how to get rid of 
this burden of sin, with which the Gos- 
pel message confronted him. Then the 
Holy Spirit revealed to him ‘not-only his 
guilt, but also the finished work of the 
Lord Jesus. Christ on the cross, dying’ as 
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the sinner’s substitute. He confessed his 
sin, and by faith accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour, ahd in so’ doing 
he received something he had never be- 
fore had. He knew that he had received 
eternal life, and his heart was flooded with 
peace and joy. 

On a recent Sunday we accidentally met 
his former teacher, the famous Chinese 
scholar. He is a man of imposing ap- 
pearance, very proud, and feels that he is 
much above the rank and file of the peo- 
ple. We presented the Gospel to him. 
Such a good man as he is doesn’t need it! 
We-'asked ‘him how Confucianism dealt 
with sin. He replied, “Tell a man to stop 
it, that settles it.” We asked him whether 
a murderer, who had committed a num- 
ber of crimes, could go to the police and 
confess his guilt, but promise that from 
now on he would “stop it,” and thus set- 
tle the problem. He could not reply. His 
message is like that of so many today, a 
message without the blood of Jesus Christ 
which cleanseth from all sin. 

I well remember passing a lad on the 
street with a load of brushwood on his 
back. I felt led to speak to him but did 
not. I went to: the hospital, but the im- 
pression that I should have spoken to the 
lad stayed with me. I took our hospital 
evangelist and went back. The lad, for- 
tunately, was still there and before we 
left he confessed Christ. He went home, 
and finally led his whole family to the 
Lord. Mr. Hoffman received them into 
the church. The lad is studying to become 
a minister. 

I was out with our hospital evangelist 
one day on the street, when there was 
time free from the hospital We met 
an old man seventy-nine years of age, 
and asked him if he were a Christian. 
He asked us to listen to his story. He 
pulled a tract out of his pocket. It was 
one that we had printed, and had John 
3:16.0n it. He said that a year previously 
some one had given one like it to him, 
that he had taken it home and pasted it 
on the inside wall of his house. The 
words of it kept ringing through his ears. 
He could not get away from them. His. 
sons, finding this out, said that if their 
father had decided “to believe” that they 
would also have to do the same, and they 
and their families came into the church. 
Later we had occasion to call on the leader 
of this church, who was sick, and we 
asked him about this family. He said 
that the story was true. 

I remember being one day on the mar- 
ket and passing a fine looking young man, 
and I asked him if he were a Christian. He 
replied that he was not. He had never 
been in a church and had never seen a 
Bible. I asked him if he would go up 
to the. hospital with me and let us tell 
him something about the Gospel... He came. 
As I was then busy I turned him over to 
another worker, who explained the Gos- 
pel to him, showing him the way of sal- 
vation, and how he could right there re- 
ceive eternal life. They had prayer 
together, and the young man prayed. 
Some time later while at the market he 
came up and said that he was now attend- 
ing church and was a Christian. 

One passage in the Old Testament has 
appealed to me. Exodus 3:4 tells that 
when the Lord saw that Moses turned 
aside to see, God spake. I bélieve that 
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God is often waiting for us to turn aside 
from what we may think important, before 
he reveals himself to us, One day the 
thought occurred to go to the market as 
there was such an opportunity there. Upon 
doing so, there seemed to be a definite 
leading to go down a certain street. I 
did not see any use in doing this, but 
finally decided to do so. I had not gone 
far when a man came up and asked if 
I were the superintendent of the hospital, 
to which I replied in the affirmative. He 
said that he wished to have a talk with 
me. As a result of meeting that man 
there are three groups that have been 
established out in a vast region without 
the Gospel, and many have turned to the 
Lord. 

About one and a half years ago the 
way seemed to be open to begin work in 
a region about forty miles north of Syen 
Chun. We met in the local schoolhouse 
where a great crowd gathered. Three of 
us preached the Gospel. There was great 
interest and attention. We showed what 
the Word had to say about sin, and de- 
liverance from sin and its dreadful conse- 
quences through the finished work of the 
crucified and risen Son of God, the Lord 
of Glory. The. Holy Spirit seemed to 
fall on that meeting. We felt that we 
must go, but the crowd insisted on hear- 
ing more. Finally, when we felt we must 
leave, the crowd remained. he work 
there spread like wildfire. In less than 
one year a church was built, all with 
Korean money, costing over two thou- 
sand yen, with over six hundred attending. 
The schoolhouse, where we had met that 
Sunday morning, was not available long 
because of the opposition of non-Christians 
on the school board; but the work spread 
so greatly that the school board was con- 
verted and turned the school over to the 
church te take charge of. 

In the same direction, some distance from 
the above mentioned place we were priv- 
ileged to begin work some years ago. 
About two years ago a church was built, 
all with Korean money. About 450 are 
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attending, and at the last meeting of the 


presbytery they called a pastor,, Before ‘ 


moving to this new charge the pastor 
held a Bible conference at each of these 
two churches. He came back with glow- 
ing reports. Following the evening serv- 
ice at the first place the Christians went 
out from house to house preaching, pray- 
ing, and singing until midnight, and then 
met again at daybreak for a prayer meet- 
ing in the church. His reports made one 
think of the early Church. 

Just the other day we received a post 
card from a church telling of the death 
of one of our former patients, a young 
woman in her twenties. The woman en- 
tered and left the hospital an unbeliever, 
although the Gospel was preached to her 
in the hospital. Part of the postal trans- 
lated into English reads as follows: 

“While lying on her death-bed five days 
before the end came, suddenly a glorious 
light filled the room. She heard a quiet but 
audible voice saying, ‘Your life belongs 
to God, therefore seek him.’ Upon hear- 
ing this she became very happy and asked 
her family to send for. the members of 
the church. They considered this.a very 
strange request, but acquiesced, and the 
Christians came to the home. Even though 
at the point of death the woman gave 
evidence of possessing true faith, of hav- 
ing passed from death unto life. She re- 
gretted greatly that she had not heeded 
the Gospel message preached to her while 
she was in the hospital. As the Chris- 
tians preached the Word to her, she re- 
ceived it with all gladness. During the 
remaining days she prayed, sang, and re- 
ceived great comfort. As she passed away 
she remarked, with all certainty, ‘I am go- 
ing into the presence of the Lord.’” 

“Cast thy bread upon the waters: for 
thou shalt find it after many days. ... 
In the morning sow thy seed, and in the 
evening withhold not thine hand: for thou 
knowest not whether shall prosper, either 
this or that, or whether they both shall be 
alike good” (Eccles. 11:1, 6).

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How We Doubled Our Missionary Offering

intendent announced that from this 

time on we would place our birth- 
day pennies in a lighthouse, which we had 
on hand, this offering to be used one “:un- 
dred per cent for MISSIONS. (Prior 
to this, any money left over from our 
reguiar offering, after expenses had been 
paid, was sent to missions.) As we are 
only a small Sunday school with an en- 
rollment of fifty, including teachers and 
officers, birthdays were not very frequent, 
consequently the missionary offering did 
not grow vezy fast. At the first of the 
new year (1933) anyone wishing to put 
an extra offering into the lighthouse for 
missions was invited to do so. The light- 
house was put in a prominent place ‘on 
the piano to receive these freewill offer- 
ings. A goal of $25 was set for the year, 
and although: ‘this seemed a large amount 
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for such a small school our superintendent 
encouraged us in faith by quoting, “Un- 
less you attempt the impossible you do 
not test the resources of God,” and cer- 
tainly this seemed impossible to many of 
us. The lighthouse became a matter of 
prayer among the children and teachers; 
thus we launched out on faith and prayer 
toward our missionary goal. 

The method our superintendent uses has 
created a great deal of interest, especially 
among the children. Each Sunday he holds 
up the different coins so that they can 
count the offering for the day, then the 
total is placed on the blackboard where 
they can see it growing. Our first offer- 
ing of $1 was sent to Mr. Knapp, a friend 
the children had been praying for in Brit- 
ish East Africa. This was our first “ray” 
going out from our lighthouse, a draw- 
ing of which had been put on the black- 
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board where all could see it. Then as 
offerings were sent out to different coun- 
tries (usually in $5 amounts of more) 
“rays” from our blackboard lighthouse were 
drawn and marked with the amount of 
the offering and to whom sent. Many 
of our gifts are sent to missions recom- 
mended by Tue Sunpay ScHoot TIMEs, 
God began to answer prayer, and before 
the middle of the year we were way ahead 
of our goal. When the last Sunday of 
December, 1933, rolled around ‘and the last 
offering for the year was counted, there 
was a great shout from the school as the 
total $51.25 was put on the blackboard. 
We had doubled our goal. All the praise 
goes to our heavenly Father. Several of 
our children are really poor, and the de- 
pression has hit all of us. 

We had. doubled our 1033 quota, and 
now as we started the new year of 1034 
did we have faith enough.to set our new 
goal at $100, approximately double our 
1933 offering? Our average attendance 
had not increased, it remaining at 26, the 
same as the year before, yet God had an- 
swered prayer in 1932, and so we set our 
goal at $75. Interest did not wane during 
the year, and when the year closed our 
missionary offering of 1933 had doubled, 
the total being $103.35. This is a very 
good example of God’s reward for having 
faith, and proves that there is no depres- 
sion as far as he is concerned. 

And what of 1935? Our missionary pro- 
gram has extended to the homes. One 
of our teachers, whose son has just left 
to be a missionary in the Philippine 
Islands, suggested that we have small light- 
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houses made for those who would. like 
them in their homes... Small, attractive, 
brass lighthouses were secured, and twenty- 
five of these have been given out already. 
Some of these have gone to other Sunday 
schools, after visiting friends had been 
impressed with our missionary program, 
the remainder going into. different homes. 
The last reports we had from these other 
Sunday schools said that approximately 
$35 had been given to missions, and about 
$35 has been turned into our Sunday school 
from these little lighthouses, besides our 
regular offering, which is still above our 
average of last year. 

A little different method of disbursing 
our funds has been used this year. Each 
month is designated for some special mis- 
sion, and the total offering received that 
month from our Sunday school lighthouse 
and little lighthouses in the homes is sent 
to that particular mission. A teacher is 
assigned to tell the children a story or 
some interesting facts about that particu- 
lar country or mission some Sunday during 
that month, and this helps the children 
to pray better and keeps them informed 
and interested. It is also our custom to 
have three or four returned missionaries 
speak to us during the year. (Anyone 
wishing further information or a lighthouse 
may obtain it by communicating with Mrs.

After such a wonderful evidence of God’s 
power we believe that he will enable us 
again to double our missionary offering, 
which will mean $200 for 1935.

Pioneer Missionaries

BOUT one hundred years ago, in 
A 1831, four Nez Percé Indian chiefs 

made their way over the Rocky 
Mountains and were found in the streets 
of St. Louis asking, “Where is the white 
man’s Book of Heaven?” General Clark 
befriended the Indians and showed them 
everything of interest about the town. Two 
of the four fell ill and died. Before the 
other two departed, General Clark gave 
them a feast. It was at this dinner, in a 
farewell address to the General that one 
of the chiefs poured out his heart some- 
thing as follows: 

“I came to you over the trail of many 
moons from the setting sun. You were 
the friends of my fathers, who have gone 
the long way. I came to you with an eye 
partly open for my people who sit-in dark- 
ness. I go back with both eyes closed. 
How can I go back blind to my blind peo- 
ple? I made my way to you with strong 
arms through many enemies and strange 
lands that I might carry back much to 
them. I go back with both arms broken 
and empty! Two fathers came with us; 
they were braves of many snows. and wars. 
My people sent us to get the white man’s 
Book of Heaven. You took me to where 


they worship the Great Spirit, and the 
Book was not found there. 


You showed 








me images of the Great Spirit and pic- 
tures of the good land beyond, but the 
Book was not among them to show me 
the way. I am going back the long trail 
to my people in the dark land. You make 
my feet heavy with gifts, and my moccasins 
will grow old carrying them, and yet the 
Book is not among them! When I tell 
my poor, blind people after one more snow, 
in the big council, that I did not bring 
the Book, no word will be spoken by our 
old men, or by our young braves. One 
by one they will rise up and go out in 
silence. My people will die in darkness 
and they will go on a long trail to other 
hunting grounds. No white man will go 
with them, and no white man’s Book to 
make the way plain. I have no other 
words.” 

Such a stirring appeal brought a re- 
sponse when it was related back in the 
Colonies in the East. The first Protestant 
mission west of the Rockies was estab- 
lished in a few years so that the children 
of those chiefs could know the way to 
Heaven through the white man’s Book. 

Although this incident occurred years 
ago, the same urgent appeal ‘is being re- 
peated in many places in. the world this 
day. A group of seasoned missionaries 
have looked to the Lord in prayer and

now they have commenced a project to 
answer the call. 

In the Ozark Mountains of Arkansas, 
a much needed and unique training camp 
holds. its sessions during the summer 
months. It is a summer school in lin- 
guistics, founded in 1934, to train pioneer 
missionaries for the translation of the Bible * 
into the one thousand languages and dia- 
lects which yet must be reduced to writing 
and receive the Word of God. The un- 
dertaking is the only one of its kind in 
the world. In England there isa training»; 
camp for missionary candidates which prom 
vides training in pioneer living, but makes 
no effort to prepare men linguistically in 
primitive languages and translation prob- 
lems. 

Camp Wycliffe was named in honor of 
John Wycliffe, who in 1382 gave the Eng- 


lish-speaking people the first translation of .. 


the Bible in their language. It was com- 
mon knowledge when the translation was 
distributed that the. clerks and_ peddlers 
came to know more about the Scriptures . 
than the clergy themselves understood. 

The founders of Camp Wycliffe had the 
pioneer mission fields of the world upon 
their hearts and concluded that the only: 
way to reach the unevangelized multitudes 
is through their own languages. -For too 
many years missionary work. has been car- 
ried on by the lame method of using: inter- 
preters, sometimes called “interrupters.” . . 
In some territories, advances among prim- 
itive people have been painfully slow be- 
cause the missionaries attempted to. preach 
and teach in a tongue foreign to the people. 
Witness the use of Spanish among the 
Indians of Latin America. 

By a remarkable chain of circumstances 
and financial provisions from the Lord 
just at the correct moment, a site was 
selected for the Camp. in Sulphur Springs, 
Ark, The country is rugged and an ex¢el- . 
lent training ground for pioneer mission- 
aries. 

On a knoll overlooking a brook a mile 
or so from the town, the Camp has its 
headquarters in an old farmhouse. The 
men are expected to sleep on oak bunks, 
do their own cooking, and round out the 
day of classes with plenty of hiking. The 
life approximates that of a pioneer field as 
much as possible. The expenses per man 
for board and room amount to only si 
dollars a month. opis 

Camp Wycliffe provides much more than 
three months of Boy Scout life, for a 
candidate must be able to present ‘4 satis- 
factory university and seminary background 
for entrance. And the day’s schedule is 
filled with classes in a number of different 
subjects. Ethnology, —the customs, super- 
stitions, and distribution of primiti¥é’ péo- 
ple,—is taught by L. L. Legters of the 
Pioneer Mission Agency. A _ thirty-six 
hour course in phonetics is given by Dr. 
E. L. McCreery, Dean of the Bible In- 
stitute of Los Angeles. An intensive course 
in linguistics is taught by W. C. Townsend, 
who has lived and worked for many years 
in Central America. In the latter, atten- 


tion is given to the various types of lan- 
guages of the world, the analysis of one 
agglutinative tongue, and each man is re- 
quired to do research in an additional lan- 
guage and lecture on it at the end of the 
term. The method of studying the one

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Biblical Narrative of the Creation” 

‘4is the title of an essay by the biolo- 
gist, Proféssor Henri Devaux, of the 
University of Bordeaux, a translation of 
which appeared in the June number of 
The Bible League Quarterly. He calls 
attention to the fact that in the 34 verses 
of the recital of the Creation the name of 
God appears 33 times.1 “Men of science 
leave out the name of the Creator in th:ir 
treatises, but sooner or later they will be 
obliged to recognize the entire truth of the 
Biblical account of the Creation. They 
are coming to it now little by little, in 
spite of continual hesitation to go the 
whole way. 

“The Bible affirms that there was a be- 
ginning, a scientific fact of the first order. 
While the Bible stated this thousands of 
years ago, science has come to it only 
within the last forty years. Scientists now 
acknowledge, that matter has not an ex- 
istence of itself but is destructible either 
by radio-activity or by itself. 

“God created the heavens and the earth, 
the entire universe. The Biblical concep- 
tion of the unity of the universe is con- 
firmed by the stupendous fact that the 

‘materials of the earth and of the stars 
are the same and that they obey the same 
astronomical laws. This confirmation of 
Scripture is one of the striking conquests 
of modern science. ... 

“The Bible tells us that the waters cov- 
ered the earth. This is considered ex- 
tremely probable by scientists. In nine 
verses, then, we have a description of the 
successive stages of the creation of the 
inorganic world which, when put into sci- 
entific language, corresponds to the most 
advanced scientific theories.” 


The War Record of the Bavarian Prot- 
estant Clergy.—The German Minister- 
President, Goering, spoke on the Hessel- 
berg at the summer solstice, describing 
this Germanic festival as a holy thing. 
“No church was ever as lovely, as great, 
as overpowering, as inciting to faith as 
the dome of heaven arching over this 
mountain. It is better to have a strong 
belief in one’s people than to remember 
everything in the catechism,” and so on. 

_ His .bitter words regarding the Prot- 
estant clergy have had their answer. He 
had asked “where they were in war time.” 
As his speech was made in Bavaria the 
Bavarian Lutherans gave the first answer. 

Of the 1,200 Lutheran clergy in Bavaria 
a full third, 400, served in the fieltl, among 
them 250 front soldiers and 80 officers. Of 
the front soldiers 150 fell, more than one- 
third. Yet according to the Bavarian war 
archives the number of the professional

soldiers of Bavaria who were killed was 
one-fourth of all. So the Protestant clergy 
of Bavaria stood at the head of those who 
laid down their lives for their country. 
“We have the names of 516 sons of Bava- 
rian clergy who served in the field and of 
105 daughters who served as nurses. .In 
I family 6 sons served; in 3 families 5 
sons each. Of the total 516, 203 died the 
hero death. In Bavaria alone more than 
a hundred officers in the army, among 
them a long list of majors, colonels, and 
three generals were pastors’ sons. General 
von Stein, Admiral Scheer, and Captain 
Koenig, who brought the U boat to Balti- 
more, were all sons of the manse.” 


The religious side of the Abyssinian 
raid appears in the Papal decree regarding

died in 1860, and whom it is now pro- 
posed to canonize. Curious. that this 
Italian missionary to Abyssinia should ap- 
pear at just this juncture! It is also sig- 
nificant that the Papacy should send at 
this time large clerical reinforcements to 
Northeast Africa. The hundred, or there- 
about, Catholic mission stations in Abys- 
sinia are chiefly manned by _ Italians. 
Apparently the Papacy is in touch with the 
movements of the Italian Armada. In- 
deed, this is as much as affirmed in l’Osser- 
vatore Romano, the official organ of the 
Vatican, which writes in this connection 
that it is high time that, parallel with 
the political action of Italy, “the degener- 





The Bible for Spain. 


The British and Foreign Bible 
Society has a plan under way for 
the systematic colportage of Spain. 
The 9,600 cities, towns, and villages 
are to be visited with a truck built 
with three beds and a kitchen. The 
number of colporteurs is to be in- 
creased and many volunteers from 
the churches have been enlisted to 
assist. More than 15,000 copies of 
Scripture were sold at the annual 
book fair in Madrid. 














ate Ethiopian Church should be put in 
order.” 

In his address to the Catholic nurses 
coming to Rome for an international con- 
gress of their profession, Pope Pius XI 
expressed his horror of war in conventional 
phrases, at the same time assenting, more 
or less clearly, to the Italian claims for 
expansion and the “defense” of colonial 
frontiers. 

In the sixteenth century the: Papacy 
sought to - incorporate the Abyssinian 
church into the Roman Catholic Church 
and, when the Abyssinians objected, de- 


nounced them as ‘heretics. Loyola himself 
proposed to “bring order into this church,” 
but turned from this plan to the more press- 
ing campaign against Protestantism, Sus- 
neus, a convert and tool of the Jesuits, 
demanded that Catholicism be made the 
state religion. Abyssinian priests were im- 
prisoned and banished until the nation 
finally arose and drove the Jesuits beyond 
their frontiers. The tradition of these ex- 
periences has persisted down to the present 
time, and when, some years ago, it was 
rumored that the Emperor Haile Selassie 
had become a Catholic, for he had been 
educated by a Catholic priest, a popular 
uprising obliged him to affirm that the 
rumor was false, and that he had no idea 
of leaving his own church. 


“Ethiopia is Open to the Gospel.”— 
The Bible is translated into the vernacular 
and is held in high esteem by people and 
leaders. The Emperor has had it printed 
at his own expense in his press at Addis 
Ababa. He has also had Bible portions 
issued with a portrait of himself upon 
them which gives them entrance to homes 
everywhere. Not only this, but these 
Scriptures are provided with an introduc- 
tion from his own pen. As illustrative of 
the present attitude of the Abyssinian gov- 
ernment to evangelical Christianity we may 
quote a recent letter of Mr. Buxton of 
the Bible Church Missionary Society: 

“July 18. I have wonderful news for 
you. A week ago our four preachers were 
called by the Minister of Commerce, who 
explained to them that the government 
wished a preaching society to be formed 
and wished them to make the nucleus of 
it. Therefore the next day they were to 
preach in front of the post office and he 
would support them with his soldiers and 
clerks. It was a wet day, but all the same 
the Minister was true to his word and 
marched about roo soldiers down to the 
post office where the preachers had an 
audience of over 400. 

“Since then things have moved apace. 
The preachers have been given a larger 
hall near the Cathedral, and last night 
there was a kind of official opening of it. 
It has been filled with chairs and a sym- 
bolic picture of Ethiopia stretching out 
her hands to God has been sent down 
from the palace. About six leading officials 
were present, including the Prime Minister 
and two of the biggest men in the Church. 

“Today the preaching begins in that 
hall, with freedom to preach in the market 
place and prison and really anywhere. This 
means that Ethiopia is open to the Gospel 
and that an indigenous Preaching Society 
is formed. . . . When you realize that we 
have for months been having two or three 
prayer meetings each day you will under- 
stand that none of us are disposed to do 
anything but give God the glory.”

by Roman Catholics.- To his initial gift 
of $250,000, English Methodism owes Wes- 
ley House, Cambridge, a college for the 
training of Methodist ministers. Now he 
has passed on at the age of ninety-three. 
Another fine English Methodist, the Rev. 
Dr. J. K. Robson, has recently died. He 
went to North China in 1890 as a self-sup- 
porting missionary. After a time he felt 
the need of medical training, and at his 
own expense took a thorough course in 
the United States, returning to North 
China to become an itinerant medical evan- 
gelist. In a truly Christlike spirit he trav- 
eled from village to village, fulfilling his 
preaching and healing ministry, a servant 
of all for Christ’s sake. His zeal never 
flagged. 


Faithful Brazilian Christians.—Dr. Paul 
Sarmento is director of the Government 
School of Practical Training at Rio Grande 
do Norte, where some 300 young boys 
are sent to learn trades.- He is a layman, 
but pastors the local church of 250 mem- 
bers and preaches whenever necessary. He 
is also superintendent of the Sunday school 
and evangelizes in open-air meetings. 
Every morning he. gets up early to study 
God’s Word. Rome has sought to have 
him sent away from the city, but so far 
he has weathered all storms. 

Another Presbyterian, Samuel Falcao, 
is an actiye minister and editor of adult 
lessons for the publication plant.. He has 
coached six or seven Presbyterian lay- 
men for preaching, instructing them in 
Bible, homiletics, and Portuguese three 
times a week. This is a little private Bible 
institute. He devours the writings of Mat- 
thew Henry, Campbell Morgan, Scroggie, 
and Erdman, and has just translated 
Brooks’ “Outline of the Books of the 
Bible” for publicatidh in Portuguese. 

Mrs. Nelson of the American Baptist Mis- 
sion in Brazil tells of the Rev. Aminadab 
Continho, a Brazilian Baptist working among 
the Parintintin Indians, five hundred, miles 
up the Madeira River. Last year he lost 
all his effects in a steamer fire. “Did he 
turn back? No. He came here. after 
his head wounds had healed and cut the 
grass in our yard which I sewed up in a 
mattress for him. Other women helped 
make him some shirts, and he set forth 
bravely. in the launch Semeador (‘The 
Sower’) to start the mission among the 
Parintintin Indians, one of the most sav- 
age tribes known and much given to canni- 
balism. In a short time he had a school 
started with forty-three pupils, and this 
year has opened another school on an ad- 
jacent island, using a tenth from his meager 
salary to pay its teacher.” 

Senhor Antenorzinho was an_ earnest 
Catholic who became alienated from his 
church by the conduct of ‘his priest. When 
he went to early morning confession he 
would be told by the sacristan, “The priest 
spent the night gambling and will not come 
today.” For years he had no religious 
faith, and then, coming across a Bible, he 
read, and his eyes were opened. _ 

He became an ardent evangelist and 
Sunday school superintendent.

Good News from Manchuria.—Scotch 
missionaries report revival breaking out 
in many districts. “On my last. tour,” 
writes Mr, Mitchell, “I entered two valleys 
where the Church had never had a hold. 
I found them buzzing with the Christian 
movement, and in each of them about four 
hundred people waiting to join the Church, 
When I left the second valley they made 
me leave my bedding behind as a pledge 
that I would come back soon. Mr. Little- 
wood, the missionary at Kaiyuan, a station 
that has been a heart-break to a succession 
of missionaries, reports: “I don’t know 
whether to laugh or to cry or to shout. 
The sluice gates are open, and the revival 
has come to Kaiyuan like an overflowing 
stream. ‘The Church has been lifted to a 
new plane of experience. The people real- 
ize that. Jesus is living and mighty to save 
and are saying, ‘The doctrine came from 
the West, but the power is from above’ 
And it is not in Kaiyuan city alone. Urgent 
requests come from other stations to help 
reap the suddenly ripened harvests. ' At 
one place I found the people tipping out 
on a refuse dump three cartloads of smashed 
idols.” 


A Loyal Mission Seminary.—Dr. W. M. 
Hayes of China says of that Kingdom 
which is an Everlasting Kingdom: “There 
is no question as to its expansion. Fifty 
years ago, so far as Protestant Christian- 
ity is concerned, Southwest Shantung was 
a howling wilderness. Now there. are 
Christians almost everywhere, and while

aters and there are many towns and villages 
without even one Christian, yet it would 
not be easy to travel a day’s journey in 
any direction without coming to a believer’s 
home. Best of all is the spirit of respon- 
sibility for voluntary evangelism now mani- 
festing itself.” 

In this transformation the North China 
Theological Seminary at Tenghsien, Shan- 
tung Province, China, of which Dr. Hayes 
is leader, has played an important part. 
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Since its founding sixteen years ago about 
340 men and women have been graduated 
to witness in China to our blood-bought 
redemption. The present enrollment is 149, 
of which 23 are women, coming from 16 
provinces and 22 different missions and 
churches. The students have their own 
evangelistic field, comprising 58 villages, 
all of which are frequently visited on Sab- 
baths. They go in seven bands and also 
evangelize in jail, leper asylum, and else- 
where. This seminary apart from a grant 
of $280 from the Presbyterian Board for 
Presbyterian students’ expenses, is depend- 
ent on gifts from churches and. individuals 
who hold to the faith of the Fathers. 
Hitherto the Lord has helped in spite of 
the depression, low exchange, and other 
difficulties. 


Revivals among the young men of West 
Germany are reported. “The glorious 
time at Hagen, where 700, young men gath- 
ered about the Word,” is described in 
a German Y. M. C: A. organ. Also a 
similar meet of 1,500 young men at Essen, 
one of 1,200 in Siegen and in Wiehl, where 
800 young men crowded the church, At 
Dillenburg 1,200° young men filled the 
church to the last seat. “In innumerable 
visits to local unions I have increasing im- 
pressions of thanksgiving and praise for 
what God is doing among us. Alongside 
many pastors, whose interest in this work 
is a burning one, we have an unspeakable 
treasure in the co-operating laymen, breth- 
ren from all professions and stations in 
life.” 

A poster plan has been successfully 
used by Mr. Reeves of Soochow in his 
evangelism. These posters he hangs up 
in tea shops on a nail and then from 
them demonstrates the Gospel. The tea 
shops are the clubs of China where 
one will find all sorts and conditions of 
people from ricksha-puller to bank presi- 
dent. The posters are mounted on.cloth 
to give them strength. Happily the tract 
societies have issued a great number and 
variety of such. The people are interested 
and afterward buy penny Scripture por- 
tions. “The native churches are making 
a wonderful showing in self-support. The 
old subsidized church is rapidly passing.” 


Brief Notes.—The atheist propaganda in 
Russia seems to be falling down. The 
Gazette de Lausanne. announces that the 
issue of Bezbozhnik, organ of Soviet athe- 
ism, has dropped from 200,000 copies to 
100,000 in three years; that the review 
The Anti-religious, which in 1931 published 
37,000 copies, had sunk in 1934 to 12,000. 
... The Egyptian Minister of Education, 
in his last report republished in the leading 
Egyptian newspapers, criticizes the govern- 
ment schools for their failure along spiritual 
lines. “The headmasters ought to be, but 
are not, spiritual leaders, builders of char- 
acter.” Then this Moslem statesman goes 
on to praise the private, that is, mission 
schools just on these grounds and urges 
that they have every liberty. .. . Reports 
from the Kolomyja district of the Polish 
Ukraine tell of avowed atheists and revo- 
lutionaries becoming pastors, evangelists, and 
colporteurs. One of these, Dr. Crath, poet 
and preacher and eminent as a horticultur- 
ist, is of an old Cossack family. Once he 
was a leading Russian revolutionary.

Approach to the Lesson 


HO would venture to tell the story 
W« how God could become a man, and 
F how the world would receive him? 
Yet when the story is told, we stand amazed 
at the perfection of its beauty and sim- 
plicity, and we say, It is just as it must 
be. The second chapter of Luke stands 
with the fourteenth chapter of John, the 
Twenty-third Psalm, the fifty-third of Isa- 
jah, the eighth of Romans, as one of the 
precious Bible treasures that are a bit 
dearer to the Christian heart than other 
chapters. Mary sang in her Magnificat 
that God “hath . . . exalted them of low 
degree.” The second chapter of Luke is 
a record of the exaltation of those of low 
degree: there is Mary herself, and Joseph, 
Simeon and Anna, and the shepherds. 
Throbbing with the presence and the power 
of the Holy Spirit is this wonderful chap- 
ter. The lesson centers on Simeon,’ in 
whom we have one of the most glorious 
glimpses of the Spirit-gvided believer; and 
in his prophecy we have a glorious glimpse 
of God’s plan of redemption. 


The Historical Setting 

Luke’s second chapter covers the birth 
of Christ, about A. D. 5, his circumcision 
at 8 days, his. presentation in the Temple 
when he was 40 days old, his visit in the 
Temple at the feast of passover when 
he was 12 years old, and his growth into 
young manhood. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 2:25.—There was a man in Jeru- 
salem .. . Simeon. “A man,” one of the 
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group of hidden, humble, spiritual saints 
who were deeply interested in the things 
of God while the official leaders were far 
from God (v. 38). Just and devout. Like 
Zacharias and Joseph, righteous in his ob- 
servance of the law and in his conduct 
toward men, and godly and pious in his 
inner life. Waiting for the consolation of 
Israel. This beautiful phrase was used 
of the coming of Messiah, but “consola- 
tion” may be taken in a personal way as 
referring to Christ himself (cf. Isa. 40: 1, 
2; Mark 15:43). The Holy Ghost was 
upon him. In three successive . sentences, 
the Holy Spirit is mentioned in connection 
with Simeon. 

Verse 27.—He came by the Spirit into 
the temple. Under special guidance of the 
Spirit, possibly with an inward conviction 
that this was the great day when the 
promise would be fulfilled. When the par- 
ents brought in the child Jesus. Joseph and 
Mary are naturally called parents, because 
Joseph was the legal father. After the 
custom of the law (vs. 22-24; Exod. 13: 2, 
12; Lev. 12: 2-4, 6-8). 

Verse 28.—Then took he him up in his 
arms. We do not know whether Simeon 
expected to see the Lord’s Messiah as a 
little child, but he immediately knew by 
the Spirit that this child was Messiah. 


Verse 29.—Lord. The word is “Despotes,” 
indicating absolute ownership, used in con- 
trast with “thy servant.” Now lettest thou 
thy servant depart. “Nunc Dimittis,” this 
beautiful song is called, from the first two 
words of the Latin version, which from 
early ages has been used as an evening 
song in the church service; they correctly 
translate the first two Greek words, mean- 
ing literally, “Now dismiss thou,” or re- 
lease, or discharge. In peace. So may 


every one who is in Christ depart from 
this life; they only have peace. 

Verse 32—A light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles. Who sat in darkness and the shadow 
of death (Matt. 4:15, 16). Significantly, 
the Gentiles are put first, perhaps suggest- 
ing that they will receive Christ first, be- 
fore Israel as a whole is saved. The glory 
of thy people Israel. He is Israel’s glory 
now, but in the future, when Israel receives 
him, the glory will be manifest. 

Verse 33—Marvelled at those things. 
Joseph and Mary knew that he was Mes- 
siah, the Son of God, but there would be 
increasing wonder as the full meaning of 
this was gradually unfolded. Again, they 
might well be astonished at Simeon’s ex- 
pression of these things. 


Verse 34.—Simecn blessed them. That 
is, blessed Joseph and the mother. Said 
unto Mary his mother. A clear suggestion 
here that he recognized Mary as the one 
peculiarly related to the child. This child 
is set for the fall and rising again of many 
in Israel, In this one striking expression, 
Simeon sets forth the great conflict and 
the division that is to follow (Isa. 8: 14; 
Matt. 21: 42-46). A sign which shall be 
spoken against. Instead of being gratefully 
and enthusiastically received. 

Verse 35.—Yea, a sword shall pierce 
through thy own soul also. The one tragic 
noté, pointing to rejection and crucifixion, 
in the midst of Luke’s joyous presentation 
of the advent of Christ. That the thoughts 
of many hearts may be revealed. The way 
they act toward Christ will bring into the 
open what is really in the heart. 


Verse 40.—The child grew. Referring 


to the physical growth, which was perfect. 
Waxed strong in spirit, filled with wisdom. 
The words “in spirit” were added (perhaps

from 1:80), but in any case the expres- 


sion probably refers to the mental and’ 


Spiritual development. The grace of God 
was upon him. The favor of God (v. 52) 
rested in unmeasured degree upon the first 
child who ever grew and lived according 
to God’s perfect plan (Matt. 3:17). Also 
he was full of God’s grace and truth (Luke 
4:22; John 1:14). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Have our eyes seen God’s salvation? Do 
we know Simeon’s Saviour? Have we 
understood Simeon’s prophetic vision? Are 
we rejoicing in Simeon’s Hope? Very dif- 
ferent in. many ways were those men and 
women who were privileged to see the 
Lord’s Christ, — Mary and Joseph, Simeon 
and Anna, and the shepherds. Yet in one 
thing they were alike: they were lowly 
in heart and they believed God. The min- 
gling of the mighty majesty of Messiah’s 
Godhood, and the lowly humility of his 


humanity, begins at his birth and con- 


tinues through to his résurrection. All 
Heaven’s hosts unite in praising their Lord, 
now become man, but their announcement 
they brought to the humble shepherds. 
The eternal God becomes man, born of 
the Spirit; but he is cradled in a manger. 
When he was presented in the Temple, his 
parents brought the offering of the very 
poor. But the Holy Spirit was there to 
welcome him, yet speaking through the 
humblest of men and women in Jerusalem. 
What does it all mean for us? That we 
also, born of the Spirit, and led by the 
Spirit, as was Simeon, should be thrilled 
with the wonder of living in the age of 
Messiah,

he is truly human, needing all the attention 
of a baby, circumcised the eighth day like 
other Jewish children, growing naturally 
— physically, mentally, and spiritually, sub- 
ject to his earthly parents. Yet through 
all the record it is evident that this child 
is not as other children. The angel an- 
nounces that he is “Christ the Lord,” that 
is, he is God become man. He was, from 
all eternity (Micah 5:2). He was born 
without a human father.

Thus he differed from other babies. At 
twelve years of age, he is seen to be con- 
scious of a high calling such as none other 
ever had and of a unique relationship with 
God. He developed as a perfect man, while 
yet God —two natures in one Person, (See 
comments on verse 40.) 


Prophecies. The Old Testament prophe- 
sied that he should be born in Bethlehem, 
that the Messiah would be Lord, that he 
would come first in suffering and then in 
glory, that Israel would reject him, though 
a remnant would receive him, and that he 
would be Saviour for the Gentiles as well 
as Jews. All these prophecies are recorded 
as fulfilled in the second chapter of Luke. 
Then the prophecies are made still clearer, 
and added to, especially through Simeon. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Believe prophecy! What astounding rev- 
elations are in this chapter of the faithful- 
ness of God’s Word. 

Are we watching and waiting for Christ's 
second coming? Only a few were watching 
for his first coming. 

Are we prepared if death comes? We 
can depart “in peace” only if we have 
Simeon’s Saviour.

When Jesus Touches You.—Now lettest 
thou thy servant depart in peace ... for 
mine eyes have seen thy salvation (Luke 
2:29, 30). In George MacDonald’s great 
story, “Salted with Fire,” he has a lovely 
character whom he calls, “A Mystic.” This 
man seemed to be able to foretell the future 
to a surprising extent. (Mark 9: 49.) 

Dr. MacDonald contends that a truly 
consecrated man can live so close to his 
Lord as to have the gift of seeing some- 
what into the future through the power 
of the Holy Spirit in him. Had the author 
been challenged as to this I imagine he 
might be led to cite Simeon as one of his 
exhibits. For the account reads, “The 
same man was just and devout, waiting 
for the consolation of Israel: and the Holy 
Ghost -was upon him.” Hence it was that 
when the peasant Baby from the up coun- 
try was brought into the Temple it was 
revealed to him just who ‘and what the 
young Child was. And then he was ready 
to “depart in peace.” Death is probably 
the best enemy we have. (I first wrote 
“friend,” and then I remembered 1 Corinth- 
ians 15:25. 26.) Nature looks on death 
as an assassin who murd<rs-those we love. 
Faith and: vision, such as Simeon had, look 
beyond Death. 

It is not so much our business to hold 
our life as long as we can as to use our 
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life as best we can. When the quitting 
whistle blows, take off the overalls, pick up 
the lunch box, aud go home. Or, as Dr. 
Maltbie Babcock sings, 

Why should it be a wrench 

To leave your wooden bench? 

Why not with merry shout 

Run home when school is out? 

Well, this seems to have been the way 
Simeon felt about it when he had come 
into personal contact with this Babe from 
Heaven that came to him in the Temple. 


With Mt. Wilson Astronomers.—A light 
to lighten the Gentiles (v. 32). The Holy 
Spirit, in all sorts of ways, through all 
sorts of brains, uses the language of earth 
to express the entities of Heaven. The 
Lord Jesus by his very nature is so humanly 
indescribable that analogies are exhausted. 

It is an interesting and helpful exercise 
to go through the Bible and see how many 
terms the Holy Spirit has used to desig- 
nate and describe the Saviour of the world. 
I used to have a Bible in the back of which 
was a long list of such names. But it is 
better to dig things out for yourself, you 
turn up lots of other good things in your 
“digging.” 

Simeon calls him a “Light.” Of all 
the many names for our Lord, what better 
one? At the World’s Fair in Chicago in 
1933 the machinery was started by using 
a ray of light from the far away star 
Arcturus. This star is so distant that the 
mind of man cannot grasp the long way. 
There are lights in heavens which are 
suns that are (hold your breath) 200,000,- 
000 miles in diameter, as big through the 
center as twice as far as the earth is from 
the sun. Our earth is 8,000 miles in diam- 
eter, just a speck. The light is coming in 
to our tiny little world from stars that 
blew up and went out of existence a mil- 
lion years ago, and it will continue to come 
for a million years longer. 

When you remember that light travels 
at the speed of 186,000 miles a second — oh, 
well, grasp it if you can, I can’t, but out 
there where that star exploded there is. just 
as much space away on the other side of it. 
Of course, we cannot grasp such a con- 
ception. We know it is infinity (Job 9: 
8-10; Psa. 8: 3-5). 

Why wonder if we cannot grasp divinity 
if we cannot grasp infinity! Yet how we 
use this thing we call light, which travels 
so fast and so far. And how this light 
blesses us in countless ways. If we had 
no light we would have no eyes, same as 
Mammoth Cave fishes. If we have not 
minds that can grasp the eternity and in- 
finity of the Lord Jesus we can accept 
him as we do the light—and, oh, how he 
blesses and sweetens every relation of life. 
And where there is no Lord Jesus there is 
spiritual blindness £1 John 1:7). 


The Two Great Blessings.—And_ the 
child grew... and the grace of God was 
upon him (v.40). The Lord Jesus, the 
human-divine Baby, had two things which 
are among the greatest blessings that can 
come to any baby. 

Said a man to me one day, 

“Tt keeps me busy supplying my kids 
with clothes. They grow right out of 
their duds in spite of the wife’s busy needle. 
And you ought to see ’’em eat. Sometimes 
they pass up for the third piece of pie, 
arid I have to cry: ‘You're eatin’ us out 
of house ;and home!” 
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“Yes,” I replied, “’spose they should 
stop growing and ’spose they weren’t ‘htin- 
gry as bears, what then?” 

“God forbid!” cried the father. 

“If your children, or anyone’s children, 
should stop growing at six or seven, what 
would you do with them at the end of 
their teens?” I added. 

When any parents are tempted te be 
discouraged or “down in the dumps” I 
have a sure cure in two tumblers (or two 
little bottles) like the homeopath doctor 
gives you, to be taken alternately every 
hour. 

The first dose is a visit to the institu- 
tion for defectives. Here are the grown-ups 
in body with the minds of the child. The 
second dose is a trip to the Lilliputian Vil- 
lage, where are the adults who remain in 
size of children. 

Thank God the undersize, arrested growth 
cases are comparatively rare. When you 
look over your brood, scrapping together 
like cubs, growing out of their clothes and 
passing up for a third helping, just gather 
them around the piano or tuning fork and 
let your whole bunch sing, “Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow!” 

Then pray the grace of God may be upon 
them —see that you lead the way —as it 
was upon their Lord and Saviour (John 1: 
14;-Gol: 2:3; Isa. “11:2; 3).

ERE we are, back at our Temple 

again. Many wonderful things hap-

our pulpits or nowhere. Ours must be 
a. reasoning pulpit. It must penetrate 
things, prove things, build deep and build 
high.” It was such preaching that made 
of New England Congregationalism one 
of the chief constructive factors in the 
upbuilding of the nation. Professor Phelps 
said of it: 

“It has commanded the docile hearing 
of a larger proportion of men than any 
other, and has held them in reverent at- 
tendance on pubhc worship in ages of 
unbelief. Senator Hoar has recently ac- 
knowledged the obligation of the bar to 
the training of the pulpit, and it needs 
hardly to be said that the pulpit which 
has trained the leading minds in the his- 
tory of the American bar has been chiefly 
the Calvinist pulpit. From Samuel Adams 
down they have learned from the pulpit 
how to reason upon the most profound 
problems and principles of civil govern- 
ments. From discussions of the divine 
government they have learned what human 
government ought to be.” 

It was such preaching which molded 
church as well as state. It produced An- 
dover Seminary, the greatest of all semi- 
naries for two generations. It sent out 
the Iowa and -Kansas bands to evangelize 
the frontier. It organized the American 
Board for Foreign Missions and the Amer- 
ican Home Missionary Society. It planted 
colleges all over the land. It produced 
leaders of men. It nourished the temper- 
ance and anti-slavery reforms. It did 
everything that the preaching which has 
largely succeeded it has not done and 
cannot do. For the Scriptureless sermon- 
ette is the medium and harbinger of decay. 

Did this faithful evangelical witness and 
labor excite the enmity of the world of 
spiritual evil? Dr. Phelps seemed to think 
this a possible explanation of the uncanny 
phenomena which came upon his home in 
Stratford, Conn. The reality of the oc- 
currences were attested by a thousand wit- 
nesses. They resembled the similar visi- 
tations which befell the person*of Oberlin 
for a time and which afflicted the Wesley 
family for years. “It came upon him 
without his seeking,” said Austin Phelps, 
“suddenly invading his household and mak- 
ing a pandemonium of it for seven months 
and then departing as suddenly as it came.” 
And he adds: “When aged Christians of 
the last generation in the Sandwich Islands 
first heard of American spiritualism they 
detected instantly its identity with their 
“former worship of evil spirits, marveling 
that any called Christians could tamper 
with it in the face of the Biblical warn- 
ings against it.”

A Training Camp 
for Pioneer Missionaries

special language is similar to the method 
that a candidate would have to use with 
‘an unwritten native tongue. Each student 
is permitted to ask the senior missionary, 
who teaches, questions in order to learn 
words and parts of speech. Of course 
the work is speeded up during the three 
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months, but the method is the same that 
one would have to use ameng a people 
with an unwritten language. 

The Faculty is supplemented by visiting 
missionaries who come to lecture on other 
languages and problems of translation. 
Collateral reading in the history and present 
conditions on the field in which each man 
hopes to labor is also required. 

The value of the Camp is evident from 
the quality of work its graduates have 
been able to do. One alumnus, after fol- 
lowing the methed recommended by the 
Camp for working on the field in the 
language, is at present preaching in an 
Indian tongue and revising a translation, 
and he has only been on the field eleven 
months. Experienced missionaries have 
assented to the truth of the statement that 
“two and a half months at Camp Wycliffe 
will save two and a half years of trial and 
error methods on the field.” 


One missionary executive, a member of 
several missionary boards and treasurer 
of a great Bible Institute, wrote back after 
a visit to the Camp: “After a careful per- 
sonal study of Camp Wycliffe and the 
training it affords, I am convinced that 
it is truly God’s plan for effectually reach- 
ing the unevangelized multitudes with the 
preciovs Gospel of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 

Prayer is being offered that twenty-five 
adequately prepared men will be led to 
enroll for next surmer’s courses at Camp 
Wycliffe. There are definite openings for 
translators at present, but none to fill the 
need. Further information may be obtained 
through the Pioneer Mission Agency, 
Room 506, 1201 Chestnut Street, Philadel- 
phia.

But before we think further of this 
matter of brotherhood it is well to crystal- 
lize our understanding of the word. There 
is a vague, all inclusive sense in which 
“brotherhood” is often used that is not 
Scriptural. When used in the New Tes- 
tament, “brother” means a fellow believer 
in the Lord Jesus Christ,— another born 
again one who has come into the family 
of God and become a “son” through be- 
lief on his naithe (John 1: 12, 13). 

The Lord Jesus recognized a distinc- 
tion in the fatherhood of men. He plainly 
taught some that God was their Father. 
But he also said of others, “Ye are of 
your father the devil” (John 8: 44). There 
can be no brotherhood between those of 
different fatherhood. 

oe 

However, let us not suppose for a mo- 
ment that because those outside Christ 
are not our brothers in the strict sense, 
we are relieved from concern for them or 
from the responsibility to treat them with 
love and consideration. Christians are ex- 
horted to “do good unto all men, espe- 
cially unto them who are of the household 
of faith’ (Gal. 6:10). We are “not to 
please ourselves,” but to please our neigh- 
bors for their good (Rom. 15:1-3). We 
are to have Christ-constrained passion to 
reach all men.with the “good news” of 
reconciliation (1 Cor. 5: 14-20).

It should be apparent to us, then, that 
there cannot be true brotherhood apart 
from Christ. It can only be extended and 
promoted as men. and women get to know 
him and find in him the common ground 
of love and service regardless of color 
or race. Certain organizations may be 
helpful in removing minor obstacles to 
brotherhood. But the only One who can 
deal with the basic obstacle to brotherhood 
is Christ himself. 

Sin is the great separator and divider. 
We see it at work among the nations of 
today. Avarice, greed, jealousy, suspi- 
cion, hatred, bitterness,—all these are 
sin’s brood. And only Christ in the hearts 
of men can deal with them. This is why 
the preaching of the Gospel is the greatest 
force in the world toward brotherhood.

But what of Christians! Are there signs 
of increasing brotherhood among them? 
Thank God there are, even amid the dis- 
sensions and strifes that are tearing the 
denotninations. To attend some of the 
summer conferences held in many parts 
of our land and abroad is to see that a 
great company of believers are being drawn 
together in bonds of understanding and 
love in a remarkable way. At English 
Keswick, America’s Keswick, Canadian 
Keswick, Ben Lippen, and many others, 
this work is going on, and thousands are 
gathering each year, regardless of denomi- 
national labels, in a brotherhood that is 
a veritable foretaste of Heaven, to wor- 
ship and study and go out and send out 
to make Christ known in the uttermost 
parts, and to hasten that day when he 
shall reign supreme and “earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover-the sea.”

Girls’ Problems of Today 


Discussed by Mother Ruth

Dear Mother Ruth: We have, until recently, 
been people of means and have a daughter who 
has gone to school and been brought up with 
people of culture and refinement. Then came 
along the depression and my husband’s busi- 
ness, which naturally suffered, was going to 
absolute ruin through his having taken to 
drink and gambling. So instead of daughter 
going back for her last year at college, her 
father insisted she enter his business, and she 
has been there for a year and a half. 

Now, this business is located in a. district 
where all about are houses of ill fame, two 
Chinese opium dens, a race track gambling 
place, and two night clubs, to say nothing of 
at least ten places where drink is sold. . This 
girl is very pretty, and is constantiy being 
accosted by men from these places. So you 
have some idea of the people with whom she 
has daily contact, and all the while she has 
been at work, her own friends were away at 
school, and have just naturally drifted away 
from her, partly due, I imagine, to her own 
self-pity and humiliation over her father’s con- 
stant condition anj in having to be at this work. 

The church we attend has a large congrega- 
tion and one is never introduced, and daughter 
has absolutely no way of meeting new people. 
Consequently she is lonely and feels that God 
isn’t giving her a square deal. She said re- 
cently: ‘Mother, maybe the Lord thinks I 
am too proud and wishes to humble me. He 
is surely doing it, because every day I have 
a new humiliation over my father’s drunken 
condition, or a truck driver, taxi driver, gam- 
bler, or restaurant cook asking for a date, and 
it is becoming so loathsome to me that it is 
getting on my nerves. I am jittery and so 
miserably unhappy that I wish not to wake 
up in the morning. All my life I have been 
goncerned about doing the will of God, and He 
has robbed me of everything I ‘havé, while I 
see all about me girls, who break every law 
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of God, getting congenial work or husbands — 
and good. -ones— while I -am buried in that 
awful place with no hope of escape, except in 
God, and He turns a deaf ear to me. I am 
willing to be there. All I ask is peace. I have 
prayed and prayed and cannot lose that humil- 
iation and the dislike of having to be smiling 
and pleasant to a lot of dope fiends for busi- 
ness reasons, I am losing my faith in God.” 

The only consolation she has is the fact that 
she is keeping the business off the rocks, which 
at present is our only source of income, and 
is fairly successful in keeping her father from 
drinking too much. But it is all a weary task 
for a girl just past twenty-one years of age, 
and discouraged. Can you help her and—A 
WEARY MOTHER? 


Y DEAR “WEARY MOTHER”: 

Yours is not an easy trial, for as 
mothers it is far easier to suffer ourselves 
than to see our children suffer. That your 
daughter has such a buridlen on her must 
cause you to be anxious, but I wish I 
could show you your opportunity to en- 
courage her and to help her as she shines 
in a very dark place! 

We are so apt to think that the Lord 
calls. missionaries for the heathen lands or 
forthe home field in mission stations, and 
forget some of the finest work for the Mas- 
ter is done right in our own homes and in 
our own locality. God is asking your 
daughter to show forth his power, through 
real testings, but he is not asking her to 
be in it alone, for he is walking with her. 
She is allowing the suffering to chafe and 
the indignities to humiliate her, when she 
might cause every one of them to prove 
to those she comes in contact with that 
God can give one who trusts him wonder- 
ful power over the flesh and the ordinary 
experiences of her business life. She has 
a chance to let every one see the superior 
life a Christian can live, amid the com- 
mon and vulgar. 

No doubt she feels the sacrifice she is 
making not to return to college for her last 
year, but she is not alone in this. This 
land is full today of those who are bitterly 
disappointed in not finishing their courses 
in college. Many a disappointed man and 
woman today are treading country paths, 
trying to get work and to have a chance 
to live out their ideals, only to be pushed 
back into ithe emptiness of all about them. 
My sympathy is deep for this, army of 
youth who do not know where they are 
and are at sea as to any future. Your 
daughter has a position and is no doubt 
making good in the business world and 
keeping the family, and is to be highly 
commended for doing all that is her duty. 
But impress her with the knowledge that 
God is preparing her for a future under his 
guidance, and also using her for a light 
where she now is. 


I fear your daughter is looking at her 
suffering more than is good for her. She 
is going through a deep experience which 
will give her great results in her life if 
she will permit it to develop patience, seren- 
ity, and poise, all of which will give her 
character, Jesus Christ said: “The dis- 
ciple is not above his master, nor the serv- 
ant above his lord” (Matt. 10:24). He 
suffered for us and laid down his life for 
us, let us therefore be willing to follow 
his leading. “Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, quit you like men, be strong” (1 Cor. 
16:13). God does not ask her to suffer 
all this without knowing just what he in- 
tends to do with her, and she will learn 
to be dependable and to be just what he 
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wants her to be in a hard place. He will 
supply the power and will make her able 


to draw on his strength for great blessings - 


for herself and others. 

If she can only forget self, and show this 
world about her the way to the cross, and 
the fineness of the virtuous woman whose 
value is “far above rubies” (Prov. 31:10), 
she will have an influence for righteous- 
ness far more effective than many sermons. 
To live the Christian life, where Christ 
is not known and not wanted, is of untold 
value. Others may be filling places in life 
which look more attractive to her, but she 
is answering a high calling from above. 
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Oh, encourage your daughter to see what 
she may do for her Lord, while she is min- 
istering to the wants of the family, and to 
be sure to take him into the details of her 
life in that business where she is represent- 
ing her Master! Urge her to “not be 
weary in well doing’ (Gal. 6:9), but to 
lean on the everlasting arms that will not 
let her go! Urge her to trust in God, 
knowing an interceding Saviour is plead- 
ing for her. He knows all the way and 
the ordeal she is enduring, and she will 
come forth radiant in him, if she will only 
keep true. Encircle her with prayer hourly! 
She will come through victorious!

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money since the time of- Christ, and other 
interesting scenes. In the book there are 
additions to the text and illustrations not 
published in the series in the Times. 

Palestine is the present home of pros- 
perity. Mr. Davis quotes the British Gov- 
ernment report showing that “the ‘peak’ 
conditions of 1933-34 were far exceeded in 
1934-35.” He cites many Old Testament 
prophecies, and gives striking and concrete 
examples of their fulfillment in the Land 
today. The desert is blossoming like the 
rose; groves near Jaffa are producing some 
of the best oranges in the world; Jeru- 
salem is being rebuilt along lines prophe- 
sied by Jeremiah; real estate owners are 
finding that they have suddenly become 
wealthy; Jerusalem is being abundantly 
supplied with spring water ; fabulous wealth 
has been discovered in the mineral salts 
of the Dead Sea; a fine seaport has been 
built at Haifa, and oil is brought there 
from Mesopotamia through a pipe line 
nearly a thousand miles long; Jewish col- 
onies are springing up; and electric power 
is being sent through the Land from the 
Jordan River plant. 

In his last chapter, “The Budding Fig 
Tree,’ Mr. Davis sounds out a challenge 
to all Christians to “look up, and lift up 
your heads; for your redemption draweth 
nigh.” His book is interesting not only to 
Bible students, but it is likely to arouse 
interest in the Bible in those who have 
neglected it or who have rarely studied 
it at all. What is happening in Palestine 
today is a thrilling corroboration of that 
“more sure word of prophecy ... a light 
that shineth in a dark place.” 


“Faith” in the New Testament. By 
Herbert H. Wernecke. (Zondervan Pub- 
lishing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.50.) 
Here is an exhaustive study of that vital 
word “faith” as it appears in the vari- 
ous books of the New Testament. The 
author seeks to point out the unique em- 
phasis upon this word in the New Testa- 
ment, and to show the vital part which that 
faith played in the life and labors of our 
Lord and his apostles. He begins by a dis- 
cussion of “faith” as a secular and religious 
term. Then he takes up an examination 
of the use of the term by our Lord, as re- 
corded in the synoptic Gospels. This is 
followed by chapters on faith as it is set 
forth in Paul’s Epistles, the Book of He- 
brews, and John’s writings. The conclud- 
ing chapter deals with the supreme place of 
faith in Christianity. His reconciliation of 
the apparent contradiction between Paul and 
James on the subject of faith is clear and 
valuable. This is an addition well worth 
while to New Testament homiletical mate- 
rial, 

The Strange Proposal. By Grace Liv- 
ingston Hill. (J. B. Lippincott Co., Phila- 
delphia, $2.) When John Saxon journeyed 
all the way up from Florida to act as best 
man at the wedding of Jeffrey Wainwright 
and lovely Camilla Chrystie, he had no 
idea of falling in love with any girl, — 
not for a long time. But he did just that, 
and more, for he told the girl he loved her, 
as they marched down the church aisle be- 
hind the bride and groom. He did not 
even know her name. John Saxon was not 
accustomed to doing foolish, headlong 
things, but Mary Elizabeth was as fine as she 
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was unusual, and many interesting - things 
happened very quickly. The real hero of 
the story perhaps is thirteen-year-old Sam, 
red-headed, Boy Scout, full of energy, re- 
sourcefulness, and mischief. John Saxon 
was his adored Scoutmaster and camp 
leader, and had led him to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Sam takes it as his glorious task 
to lead his cousin Mary Elizabeth to John 
Saxon and.to John Saxon’s Christ. There 
are a number of other characters, attractive 
and otherwise, in an altogether charming 
love story. 


Schoolhouse in the Foothills. By Ella 
Enslow and Alvin F. Harlow. (Simon and 
Schuster, New York, $2.) Much has been 
written about life and conditions among 
the mountaineers in the southern Appa- 
lachians, but never has there been a more 
sympathetic portrayal than the present book. 
It is written by “one of them.” 

A young school teacher, slight of build, 
timid, and distinctly feminine in her in- 
clinations, was sent to take charge of a 
school that took pride in licking or driving 
out every teacher that came. The story of 
her triumph is a thrilling epic. She became 
not only their teacher, but doctor and nurse, 
financial adviser and preacher, and a gen- 
eral ministering angel, while she faced 
many a danger, real opposition, and some 
situations that would have daunted the 
stoutest heart. Her remarkable service in 
the uplift of the community became known 
through a welfare association, and she was 
finally persuaded to tell some of her ex- 
periences in a nationally known magazine, 
with far-reaching results. 

It is a true story in all its details, but 
names and places are changed and the locale 
thoroughly disguised. The book is bril- 
liantly written. The sympathetic interpre- 
tation of the people is masterful. Their 
life and motives, their problems and diffi- 
culties, their poverty and courage, stir the 
heart and challenge the imagination. Many 
a touch of exquisite humor brightens the 
pages. The book certainly lends itself to 
a better understanding of a section of the 
American people. 


Bible Study— Grade Five and Up;

N. Yff. (National Union of Christian 
Schools, ror19 Lafayette Ave., Chicago, 30 
cents Part I; 40 cents Part III.) A Bible 
dictionary, a Bible commentary, a Bible 
geography, a course in Bible memory work, 
a guide to daily Bible reading, a Bible ex- 
position, and a Bible quiz book —all these 
are found in one small book. Part-I, In- 
troduction and Book of Genesis, contains 
twenty-four lessons, and Part III, Solomon 
to the end of the Old Testament, thirty-six 
lessons. Each of these books is a real text- 
book. A point that should recommend this 
course to all Junior and Intermediate 
workers is that it is absolutely necessary 
for the child first of all to read the as- 
signed Scripture passage before he can do 
any of the other work, and in doing the 
other assigned work he must continually 
search the Scriptures, thus becoming not 
only acquainted but familiar with the Word. 

It is interesting to note that these text- 
books-are part of a svstem worked out by 
a large group of Christian parents -who 
desire that. their children should secure 
a grade and high school education without 
encountering the antichristian teaching often 
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to be found: in the public: schools, They 
have organized their own schools . with 
their: own curriculum, which is penta 
Christian, 


The Book I Made Myself. Compiled by 
John K. Murray, Walter Stewart, and 
Hannah Fondiller Barnes. (Hannah Fon- 
diller Barnes, Publisher, 350 W. Thirty- 
first St., New York City; fabricoid cover, 
$2; cardboard cover, $1.50.) When eight- 
year-old Barbara says to Mother on a 
rainy afternoon, “What shall I do?” if 
Mother has this attractive working kit, she 
will have the answer. And it will do just 
as well for Barbara’s brother, too. 

It consists of ninety-one beautiful, col- 
ored reproductions of paintings, three or 
four to a sheet, which are to be cut out 
and pasted in the large flat book provided 
with the set and entitled “The Book I 
Made Myself.” The reproductions were 
done by Mr. Murray; and the sheets con- 
taining them fit into a large envelope called 
“My Treasure Chest of Pictures,” which 
is beautifully decorated by Mr. Stewart, 
who has also drawn attractive page borders 
and inside cover pictures for the book, 

There is a page for the child’s photo- 
graph, name, address, age, and grade, mak- 
ing the book an interesting keepsake; and 
its usefulness is greatly increased by an 
index and classified list of pictures. They 
illustrate a number of subjects, such as 
sports, transportation, wild and domestic 
animals, flowers, fruits and vegetables, the 
four seasons, historic and patriotic scenes; 
and the captions are unusually well writ- 
ten, giving the very details in simple lan- 
guage a child wants to know. It is very 
evident’ that in designing this book Mrs. 
Barnes has been guided by her practical 
experience in kindergarten work and with 
her own children, 

The set comes in q box with brightly 
colored pictures on the cover and makes a 
fine Christmas gift. As they paste in the 
pictures, the children will gain a store of 
useful information, and be kept busy and 
happy for many hours. 


Valiant, Dog of the Timberline. By 
Jack O’Brien. (John C. Winston Co., 
Philadelphia, $2.) To the lover of dogs 
there is nothing more appealing than a 
story in which is unfolded the life and 
character of such a noble and _ beautiful 
creature as the sheep dog, Valiant. Jack 
O’Brien is one who knows and understands 
dogs; he was the surveyor for the Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition. In his puppyhood, 
Valiant was taught many things by his 
wise and well-trained mother, Sultana, and 
he was an apt pupil. His master, Trent, 
later took a hand in his training, and the 
intelligent young dog became a depend- 
able helper on a great sheep ranch in Wyo- 
ming. The two dogs guarded the sheep 
on the long trek from Wyoming to Mon- 
tana, but Valiant lost his mother on the 
way, in an encounter with a grizzly in 
which the dog saved her master’s life but 
lost her own. Settled down in a rough 
cabin home on a new staked claim, Trent 
brought out his young motherless boy as 
companion, ‘and Valiant assumed a new 
charge. But the settlers found themselves 
in constant conflict with some unscrupulous 
cattle ranchers, and in the long war that 
followed “Val” played a notable part. The 
story is full of adventures and thrills, and 
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clean: and breezy as. the great. Western 
plains. The book is well written and beau- 
tifully printed- and bound.- There are nu- 
merous illustrations, and some strikingly 
handsome color plates by the artist, Kurt 
Wiese. 


A Modern First Century Miracle. By 
Michael. J.. Anzalone. (From the author, 
544 Breckenridge St., Buffalo, N..Y., 35 
cents.) It is not an unusual experience 
for an individual Christian, or for a hus- 
band and wife, to be called to renounce all 
and go out as heralds of the cross to a 
heathen people; but for a mother and five 
grown children to be converted from Ro- 
manism, to be led, step by step, through the 
convicting power of the Word of God, to 
renounce everything that they had hitherto 
held sacred, to follow their new-found Lord 
quite simply and whole-heartedly through 
severe trials into the giving up of every 
earthly possession, and finally to go out as 
a group to preach the Gospel in China, all 
this constitutes what may well be termed 
a first century miracle brought down to 
our own times. -That is exactly what hap- 
pened to the Kowalski family of Buffalo, 
N. Y. The details of their experience are 
most interesting and heartening. They have 
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been narrated in this booklet by a personal 
friend and -fellow member of the Pilgrim 
Christian Tabernacle in Buffalo, where the 
Kowalski family first found the Lord Jesus 
Christ. One can scarcely read of this ex- 
perience, so evidently a work of grace,

A radiant Christian,—such is 
James Fowniey when the story ends: And 
from the beginning to the end the reader 
sees mystery, romance, daring, consecra- 
tion. He also sees the way out of sin and 
unhappiness to righteousness and joy. Ex- 
citing events, unusual characters, and a 
story of true love all combine to make 
this a thrilling book. 


The Evils of Gaming and Gambling. By 
M. P. Hunt. (Pentecostal Publishing Co., 
Louisville, Ky., 25 cents, or in lots of a 
dozen or more, 12 cents a copy.) Many 
respectable people, and even some Chris- 
tians do not understand the evils of gam- 
bling simply because these evils have not 
been pointed out to them except in a very 
superficial way. Because of the need for 
general enlightenment on this subject this 
little book has been written. The author 
discusses gambling in all its varied forms, 
producing evidence from Scripture, from 
the writings of great men of the past and 
present, and from human experiences of to- 
day to show the sin and harm attending 
and following this popular and all too prev- 
alent form of amusement. 


God’s Heart Touch. By E. D. Poe. 
(Broadman Press, Nashville, Tenn., $1.) 
Every Christian library has a place for 
sermons which God has already used for 
breathing his divine life into hundreds of 
listening souls. They are like buildings 
which are not only commodious and pleas- 
ant to the eye, but full of sweet air and 
sunshine, Dr. Poe’s sermons are so un- 
usually well-windowed with illustration that 
the layman reader will exclaim, “If I 
could preach, I should wish to do it like 
that!” Evangelical notes of earnest warn- 
ning and entreaty are sounded in every 
chapter, in fact, the book is peculiarly 
suited to the unawakened or unrepentant 
sinner and the lapsed Christian. All thir- 
teen sermons are sound in theology and 
effectively simple in style with no cheap- 
ening trace of word-punning or sensational- 
ism. . 

The Bible and the Bible School. By J. 
B. Weatherspoon and G. S. Dobbins. (Bap- 
tist Sunday School Board, Nashville, Tenn., 
75 cents.) Where is the Christian layman, 
whether Sunday school teacher, class leader, 
or plain all-around witness, who is’ not 
possessed of a deep desire to know the Book 
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of God? It was when the sword flew 
out of the hand of Christian that Apollyon 
exclaimed in fiendish glee, “I have thee 
now!” And he will “have”: us in these 
evil days, if we do not see to it that our 
hands cleave ever to the invincible Excalibur 
of the Word of God; and if we do not in- 
stall ourselves as life members of the house- 
hold of Interpreter. The first half of this 
valuable treatise includes a complete Bible 
study course, fundamentally sound and care- 
fully outlined, with review questions at the 
end of each chapter. The second half deals 
with the Sunday school, its organizing, ad- 
ministration, and the conditions of its suc- 
cess. Here also there are blackboard ques- 
tions for review and examination, The 
entire volume of 280 pages offers unusual 
opportunities to pastors, teacher training 
classes, and to young people’s societies. 


A Grand Canyon of Resurrection Real- 
ities. By Robert G. Lee, D.D., LL.D. (Wm. 
B. Eerdmans Publishing Co.,; Grand Rapids, 
Mich., $1.) It is safe to forecast that most 
readers will pause in the very opening 
chapter of this book to read again the 
familiar twentieth chapter of John to dis- 
cover just why Dr. Lee should characterize 
it as the Grand Canyon of Scripture. A 
whole volume about a single chapter — and 
yet the author says it is like trying to 
cover a continent with a tent. Dr. Lee is 
that type of pulpit orator peculiar to the 
South, as sensitive to beauty and to the 
things that stir the emotions as a poet. He 
has chosen a wonderful subject for his artis- 
try. We enter his Grand Canyon with the 
very first words of John 20, “Now on the 
first day of the week,” a day that the author 
declares to be more significant than the day 
of creation, or the Passover, or the day 
when: the angels announced the Saviour’s 
birth; and we find surpassing loveliness all 
the way to the blessing promised to those 
who, having not seen, yet have believed 
and so have found life in the Name. 


The Common Bond. (British and. For- 
eign Bible Society, 146 Queen Victoria St., 
London, E. C. 4, 8 shillings postpaid.) The 
human race has a number of common bonds, 
as it also has a number of common barriers. 
Some of these common bonds are love of 
home,. the starry heavens, the desire for 
work, and the love of peace. But the 
supreme common bond between the races 
among whom it is known is the Bible. The 
British and Foreign Bible Society is doing 
a great work in forging, extending, and 
strengthening this common bond, and this 
“Popular Report for 1934-35” pictures how 
the Society carries on its great work 
through translation and distribution. Grip- 
ping tales of heroic, lonely translators, and 
thrilling experiences of no less lonely and 
heroic and humble colporteurs fill its pages. 
It is well written and illustrated, as are 
all the reports of the Society, and is a fit- 
ting medium for reporting the work of 
making known to the world the Word of 
God. 


Heresies Exposed. Compiled by Wm. C. 
Irvine. (Pickering and Inglis, London, 
Eng., and Glasgow, Scotland, two shill- 
ings.) A “heresy” is here described as 
“some theory tenaciously held, but not in 
subjection to the authority: of Scripture.” 
An apt quotation from the Preface gives 
the additional thought: “Although God 
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rent the veil and thereby abolished - the 
whole system of animal sacrifices . . . yet 
we know that the rent veil was joined up 
again by the priests, and the Jewish sacri- 
fices persisted in for more than thirty years. 
... Almost every. heresy, in its last analysis, 
does just this, it interposes a veil between 
needy man and a waiting God, which hin- 
ders or prevents communion.” 

There are some twenty-five of these 
“patched veils” exposed in this book, the 
articles being written by many different 
writers.. Among the subjects treated are: 
British-Israelism, Buchmanism, Christian 
Science, Christadelphianism, Millennial 
Dawnism, Modernism, Swedenborgianism, 
Theosophy, and many others. Some chap- 
ters take up teachings not generally thought 
of as heresies, such as Annihilation, Soul 
Sleep, Kenosis Theory, Pseudo-Christian- 
ity or Modern Religious Education, and 
the Cooneyites or “Go-Preachers.” The 
writers point out exactly what these differ- 
ent groups believe on the essential doc- 
trines of the Christian faith. 

This volume is not the opinion only of 
the writers or of the compiler, but it is 
packed with quotations from the strongest 
and best .known sources, making a work 
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almost cyclopedic in scope-and value. The 
present is the eighth edition, which has 
been enlarged by adding several new arti- 
cles. The book is illuminating reading and 
invaluable for reference. 
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The Twelfth World's 
Sunday School Convention 


HE World’s Sunday School Conven- 

tion to be held in Oslo, Norway, next 
July, will be the twelfth of these great 
world gatherings of Sunday school workers 
held within the last fifty years. Former 
Conventions have met in London, Glasgow, 
Zurich, Rome, Jerusalem, Tokyo, St. Louis, 
Washington, Los Angeles, and Rio de 
Janiero. They have greatly aided the Sun- 
day school cause around the world. 

Among those who are to participate in 
the Convention program at Oslo are Sir 
Harold Mackintosh of England, Dr. James 
Kelly of Scotland, Toyohiko Kagawa of 
Japan, Dr. Chester S. Miao of China, Pro- 
fessor G. Baez Camargo of Mexico, Dean 
Luther A. Weigle and Dr. Robert M. 
Hopkins of the United States. The Con- 
vention is being sponsored in Norway by 
His Majesty, King Haakon VII, and the 
Rt. Rev. Johan Lunde, Bishop Primate of 
the State Church in Norway. 

It is announced that the Convention will 
be composed of thirty-two hundred dele- 
gates representing every country in the 
world to which the Sunday school has 
gone. The allotment to the United States 
and Canada is seven hundred delegates.

“The Ruby in the City Dump.” It was 
the vivid, true story of a destitute, four- 
teen-year-old girl who lived with her par- 
ents in a tent among the rubbish outside 
one of our great American cities, and who 
did not know the first thing about the 
Gospel. 

A woman Bible teacher found her one 
morning seated on the church steps, with 
a pet, red hen named Barney in her lap. 
The story tells how that teacher led Ruby 
to the Lord, and how she in turn won her 
mother and sister to Christ, and opened 
the way for the minister to have a talk 
with her father. The writer of that story, 
Mrs. Evelyn McClusky, wrote two other 
articles for the Times, “Winning High 
School Students for Christ,” and “The 
Sailor Boy in the Greyhound Stage” (pub- 
lished June 29 and July 13). The first 
article and the two stories made a deep 
impression upon readers of the Trmes, and 
letters came from all over the United States, 
Canada, Alaska, and even China and Pal- 
estine. 

One mother said that she was discouraged 
the day her neighbor brought her a copy 
of the Times with the story of Ruby and 
her hen. 

“I had been up for nights and nights,” 
she wrote, “with a sick son who the doc- 














































































tor said would be an invalid for” 
years at least; I was discouraged B 
any past experience. My son was no 
terested in the Lord, and perhaps not 
saved. I read the story and cried. My sc 
called me. I went to his bedside and he 
said, ‘Cheer up, I'll soon be out of your 
way, I won’t lie here in this fix.’ 
“No, you won't,’ I said, ‘because you'll 
lie there with a new hope and vision of 
the glory of God, and it won’t seem long 
for either of us.’ 
“He laughed cruelly and frowned and 
said, “You get me wrong. I’ll pass out of 
the picture. I’m telling you good-by now.’ 
Then he said, ‘But, say! what’s come over 
you? I never heard you speak of God 
except, “What made God do us this way?” ’ 
“‘Tt’s a little story I’ve just read, Kenny. 
Read it,’ 
“And he read it and God worked on his 
heart, too, and, you can see him walking 
around this day as good as new. That was 
in July that we read it. Now in September 
he is up for five hours daily, and soon he 
will be entirely well. What we needed was 
a heart adjustment, and some way God did 
it with the comment, ‘I don’t need Barney, 
I got Jesus.’”
